Mayor Meyera Obemdorf looks ahead to 
spring election; discusses Greekfest, wa- 
ter, gangs, economy and more.

Sitting in her clean, yet cozy of- 
fice in City Hall, filled with family 
photographs, Virginia Beach Mayor 
Meyera E. Obemdorf said she's ab- 
solutely confident. She has no 
doubts that she'll win in her pursuit 
of re-election this May as mayor for 
the next four-year term. 

Though the City Council veteran 
has no challengers as of yet for the 
mayorship, she's not so confident, 
however, that this race will be a 
"clean" one. 

"I'm a builder, not a destroyer," 
she said. "I'm going to run on my 
record ... but if someone tells a lie 
about me, they'll hear from me. I 
will absolutely make it a point to 
set the record straight." 

(Aemdorfs campaign manager is, 
once again, her husband, Capt. 
Roger Obemdorf, retired from the 
U.S. Coast Guard. She said she 
will spend "responsible and modest 
funds" to u-y and get re-elected. 
Obemdorf, the first woman to win 
public office in Virginia Beach and 
Princess Anne County, said she 
spent only between $18 and 
$20,000 to become the city's first 
mayor elected by popular vote in 
1988.

Obemdorf said her one biggest 
overall accomplishments during hex 
term as mayor has been to "bring a 
sense of pride to the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

"If you used to ask someone 
where they lived, they'd say 
Lynnhaven or Kempsville," she 
said. "Ask them now, and they'll 
say, 'I'm from the city of Virginia 
Beach.'" 

Obemdorf gained the most atten- 
tion during her past term in the 
city's efforts to pull together after 
the riotous Greekfest of 1989 and 
prevent the fiasco from happening 
again. 

"(After Greekfest), I stepped up to 
the plate and said. 'Wait,'" said 
Obemdorf, a mother of two who 
has a degree from Old E>ominion 
University in elementary school 
education. "1 did not cringe. 1 did 
not hide. I teamed that if you reach 
out, people will work together to 
make something very p(»itive h^- 
pen." 

Obemdorf said she doesn't think 
1989's Greekfest will hurt her as 
she seeks re-election, and that the 
"results" in the weekend's aftennath 
will, in fact, help her. 

"Labor Day was peaceful again in 
1990 and tourism in 1991 was up 
nearly 8 percent," despite negative 
predictions, she said. 

Some say the city went overboard 
with its security in 1990, but 
Obemdorf said, this was not bet (fe- 
cision, and what die focused on was 
restoring the city's image and 
pulling residents together. 

If re-elected. Obemdorf 
said she will focus on economic 
development, making council elec- 
tions more "fair," improving the 
city's infrastructure, controlling 
growth, supporting education and 
preventing youth crime and vio- 
lence, among other issues. 

And high on her agenda is the 
city's water problem. She cites a 
l^k of assistance from Richmond 
and a "stubborn" North Ctvolina 
government for the city's troubles 
getting tlK consiriKticm of a Lake 
Gaston pipeline und»way. 

"On tte state tevel, thoe's a l%dc 
of sui^XMt. The little city of Vir- 
ginia Beach has been fighting Nordi 
Cardina." 

Obemdorf said she has elicit^ 
sui^XHt fttmi Virginia Govotkh' L. 
Douglas Wilder on the issue, Iwt he 
has consistently not responded to 
her pleas for Mp. 

"I will k^p fighting," ^ sM. 
"(Some senators) think if ttey let 
Virginia Beach dip into Lake 0^- 
ton it will hurt North Carolim.

"I will work to get the capital 
behind us on this." 

Obemdorf said she's be&n good 
for the city's economic develop- 
ment. 

"I worked with CIGNA and they 
brought there corporation here. By 
1995, they will have created 1,000 
jobs here," she said. 

"1 kq)t courting Lillian Vernon . 
. . and they are bringing 300 new 
positions to Vii^nia Beach." 

Under Obemdorf, the city envel- 
oped an Economic Strategic Plan 
that is working toward a goal of 
shifting the tax base from 80 per- 
cent residential.

With the economy strapped and 
adults working like crazy to make 
ends nfeet, sometimes children's 
headaches and stomach flus uke a 
backsMiindaiiyJtfe. 

This is why Raza Junior High 
School nurse Lois Morelen is not 
surprised that some students de- 
part their buses around 8:30 a.m. 
and come directly into the clinic 
to see her. 

"For some of these kids, I'm 
their primary caregiver," said 
Morelen, a tiny, friendly woman 
whose been a Virginia Beach 
public school nurse for 22 years. 

She estimates that she has 
more than 60 children come to 
see her each day. This would be 
enough to keep her busy full- 
time, she said, but in addition to 
this, her desk and file cabinets are 
swamped with paperwork she 
must routinely fill out. 

Morelen is not alone. There 
are 75 Virginia Beach school 
nurses with their hands full, 
many like Morelen, who arc re- 
sponsible for over 1 ,(XX) student's 
records. In each of the city's 
public schools, there is just one 
registCTod niffse. 

Nurses treat injuries, give out 
prescribed medications, test stu- 
dent's scoliosis, ueat viruses, 
among hundreds of other things. 

"You name it I've treated it." 
Morelen siud. ' 

Because of public 
school nurses' enor- 
mous respcmsibilities and vital 
role in their community, some 
mte officials have seen the need 
for a suppon system to help 
them and improve health services 
for all students. In I^bniary of 
1990 the General Assembly rec- 
ommended that cities appoint 
School Health Advisory 
Committees, and Virginia Beach 
has acted upon the suggestion. 

It recently appointed a 20- 
member committee, composed of 
area doctors, nur%s, other health 
care professionals, educators, 
school administrators and parents 
to ^vise the School Board on 
su^estions and strategies to help 
imi^ove h^th services for stu- 
(teitts in the city's schools. 

Basically, it will be a team of 
"experts," advocating for the 
health service needs of the city 
Khools. 

If Morelen, who is on the 
commioee, has a special concern,

the city schools and the woman 
who is helping organize the 
committee. 

"We are very excited about 
this," she said. "There is an 
enormity of health issues affect- 
ing students today, more than 
ever before." 

Flach said all but one of the 
people she selected for the com- 
mittee agreed to be on it. The 
man who did not was planning to 
leave the area shortly. 

"People said they were glad to 
help. They realize how impor- 
tant this is," she said. ^ 

Already the committee is M- 
cussing topics to look at in the 
future, such as teen pregnancy, 
suicide and depression; substance 
abuse: students' nutritional is- 
sues; and professional preparation 
and continuing education of 
school nurses, among odiers. 

Norfolk is the only South 
Hampton Roads city that already 
has such a committee, but theirs, 
unlike Virginia Beach's, is con- 
nected with the city's public 
heahh ctepartment. 

Flach said at the first Virginia 
Beach Student Health Advisory 
Committee meeting on Jan. 15, 
mcmbere were "very energetic and 
broadminded. 

"We're just now getting orga- 
nized," she said. 

The committee's next meeting 
is set for March 24 at Rosemont 
Elementary. 

"Our potential is limitless," 
said Fl^h, "but the mote (»ga- 
nized we can be, the betta."

Local organizations 
on both sides of the 
issue ready to inform

As die abortion debate intensifies 
in Washington, Virginia Beach 
women with crisis pregnancies 
might soon have more available, 
accessible resources than ever before 
as they tackle their own tough 
decisions. 

A Planned Parenthood Clinic, 
offers pregnancy counseling, 
including the option of abortion. 

For those interested in the pro- 
life approach to pregnancy, pastors 
and laymen plan to build a preg- 
nancy counseling crisis center in 
either Portsmouth or Chesapeake. 

Rev. Edward D. Straiige of 
Churchland Christian Fellowship 
Church is helping found the center 
and said there is no date or exact 
location yet proposed, although the 
center will be funded by private do- 
nations. 

Suzette Hughes, a Virginia Beach 
resident who is director of commu- 
nity relations at the Hillcrest Abor- 
tion Clinic in Norfolk and chair of 
the reproductive freedom task force 
for the Tidewater Chapter of the 
National Organization for Women, 
said that whenever something hap- 
pens judicially or politically, there 
is always a flood of phone calls 
from people who want to get in- 
volved. 

"Just as with any other issue in 
our country, some people become 
very active and devoK a lot f time 
to protect a fTee(k)m or a right," said 
Hughes. "Some people may not 
have the time to gel involved, so 
they donate dollars instead." 

"1 don't think that's unique to die 
pro-choice movement," said 
Hughes. 

Different roles in involvement . 
for eidier side of the issue may in- 
clude writing letters, donating 
money or being a spokesperson. 

There are several 
groups in the area that are active 
pro-choice or pro-life. 

To become involved in the pro- 
choice movement, interested people 
' can call the Tidewater<t!hapter of 
the National Organization for 
Women at 456-1509 and leave a 
message. 



A representative will contact the 
caller to find out what area he or 
she is most interested in, such as 
pi!i^{itical action, violence against 
women or reproductive freedom. 
NOW meets once a month in Nor- 
folk. 

The task force groups m^t sepa- 
rately once a month or more fre- 
quently at various locations, in 
Norfolk, Portsmouth, Chesapeake 
and Virginia Beach to make it more 
convenient for attendees. 

The YWCA, in Nori^olk. is an- 
other place that pro-choice support- 
ers can cont^t to become involved. 

The Planned Parenthood Clinic 
on Virginia Beach Boulevard is an- 
other option. For information, call 
them at 473-81 16. 

For those who want to become 
politically involved in the pro-life 
movement, the Tidewater Chapter 
of the Virginia Society for Human 
Life on Virginia Beach Boulevard 
can help. Contact Bob Tassone, 
chairman, at 463-2229.

Prior to 1973, each stale was al- 
lowed to determine whether abor- 
tion was legal. Since the Roe vs. 
Wade Supreme Court decision, each 
state is required to allow for abor- 
tion in the first three months of 
pregnancy. The only restriction is 
that it must pe done by a certified 
physician. / 

In the second and third trimesters 
of pregnancy, the state makes re- 
strictions on when and where abor- 
tions may be done. \ 

In Vii^inia, after diree mondis an 
abortion must be performed in a., 
hospital. - 



In 1979, the Hyde amendment 
was passed. This allows a state to 
refuse to pay for abortions at any 
time except in cases of rape, incest 
or if ihd women's life is in danger. 

In 1989, the Webster decision 
upheld a Missouri law diat required 
parental consent for teenagers under 
die age of 16 to have an abortion. 

The Supreme Court is expected 
to revisit the Roe vs. Wade d«;ision 
in April.

"Grand Canyon*' 
shows value of 
human interactions

Lawrence Kasdan's subtly uplift- 
ing movie The Grand Canyon comes 
to area theaters at a good time. While 
the economy is in dire straits and 
many have lost jobs or ate stuck in rut 
jobs, his film otters refreshing hope. 
The meaning of life, as evideiKxd in 
the film, comes 
not from money 
or external suc- 
cess. bM f!Y)m the 
ties between 
paypie - the fa- 
vors, die friend- 
ships, the rescues 
and Uie love. 

The movie, set 
in Los Angeles, 
shows that eich 
of us is highly in- 
dependent and unique in our life- 
styles, thoughts, daydreams and fan- 
tasies, and alone, we are held to- 
gether by fragile suands. Life, as 
portrayed by the movie, is highly 
chaotic and full of inner and outward 
challenges. But when peqjie's lives' 
merge, the movie shows, miracles 
can occur. 

The movie centers around the 
character Mack, a handsome and re- 
spectable immigration attorney 
(played by Kevin Kline), who seeks 
relief from the routine dreariness he 
sometimes feels, with a short-lived 
affair with his secretary, Dee (Mary- 
Louise Parker). Dee, young, im- 
pressionable and lonely, is obsses- 
sively infatuated with Mack, who 
loves l\is wife Claire (Mary Mc- 
Donnel), who is also going through a 
lonely phase and wants to adopt an 
abandoned baby she has found. 

Mack fails into an improbable 
friendship with Simon (Danny 
Glover) when the low truck driver 
saves him a scary street gang. Simon, 
a friendly and contemplative man, 
has his own distinct problems - most 
particularly his sister, her daughter 
and a nephew living in a dangerous 
gang-ridden L.A. neighborhood.

world. He noted that she had 
turned an $18 billion deficit into a 
$6 billion surplus. A Washington 
and Lee law student seated behind 
us commented that she already had 
his vote if she ran for president 
here! 

From the biographical sketch in 
the program, I learned that Mrs. 
Thatcher holds a degree in Natural 
Science (BSc) from Somerville 
College, Oxford, and a Master of 
Arts (MA) from Oxford Univer- 
sity; that working four years As a 
research chemist, she read for the 
^bar in spare time, and was "Called 
to the Bar" by Lincoln's Inn in 
1954, after which she specialized 
in taxation law. 

In her early years, she was active 
in local and borough politics, 
serving as mayor of Grantham. Hex 
flrst ministerial appointment came 
in 1961. While the Conservatives 
were in Opposition, she was front- 
bench spokesman for her party in ' 
" the House of Commons. When her 
party relumed lo office in 1970, 
she was af^inted secretary of 
state for education and science and 
made a privy counsellor. 

In 197S, she was elated leader 
of t^'Qanservatiye Partj' and four 
yeais 4at^ was iq}pbinted Lord of 
the IVeasury and Minister for the 
Civil Service. When her party won 
the general election of May 1979, 
she became the first female head of 
government in modem Europe. As 
fHime minister, she soon earned the 
nickname of Moscow of "Iron 
Lady" because of her concons 
about Soviet military power. 

Another title was added when 
she was elected Fellow of the 
Royal Society (FRS) in 1983. 
During her administration as prime 
minister, she revamped England's 
fiscal policies and stemmed a 
spiraling tide of inflation. In 
December 1990, a month after she 
resigned her office, she was 
awarded the Order of Merit (OM) 
by Ha Majesty the Queen. 

When she entered 
Cameron Hall for her 

lecture, attired in a royal blue 
evening gown, she could have been 
a member of royalty ho^lf. The 
audience stood in admiration as she 
was escorted to the stage by the 
first captain of the corps. She 
praised the institute, "whose very 
name stands for honor and virtue 
and wh(»e history I salute." 

In thkiking Mr. Johnson for his 
introductory remarks, she said, 
"My father would have iqjpreciaied 
those words. My mother would 
have believed them. I personally 
loved them." The theme of hw 
lecture was the, importance of 
military preparedness because of 
the unexpected things that happen. 

Early in her first term, the first 
unexpected event took place. Over 
the Christmas holidays, she 
received a telephone call from our 
president that the Soviets had 
invaded Afghanistan. "Clearly, we 
nested to condemn this action." 



Thatcher closed her 
lecture with a tribute 
to Goiteachcv for tak- 
ing the Initiative to 
rested freedom of 
speech, of worship 
and of association. 



The next surprise came on 
Sunday in 1980 when Iraq invaded 
Iran. "Immediately one could see 
the strategic implications of the 
blocking of sea lanes. But the 
British Navy stood ready to escort 
ships of commerce." She related 
that she spoke with her advisors 
about how long this conflict would 
last Answers varied from 5 days to 
5 years. It actually took eight years. 

The next unexpected event hap- 
pened in 1982 when the Falklands 
were invaded by Argentina. 
"Again, I turned to my military and 
political advisors. Those islands 

were 8,000 miles away but within 
three weeks, our task force was on 
its way. We were happy we were 
membos of NATO. Because of 
those obligations, we were always 
'on alert' so we were ready." 

She noted that #10 Downing 
Street had seen it all before. In the 
1700s, the Spanish were in the 
Falklands, but they left before the 
British got there that time. She 
stressed the importance of the 
NATO alliance, and added, "If you 
ever commit your armed forces, 
you must be sure that all the 
needed men and equipment are 
senL Put your whole weight behind 
the effort." 

In the midrt^SOs, she had a call 
from Presidpit Reagan about ter- 
rorist acts byi'ibya. He requested 
the use of the bases in England to 
conduct a raid. "I believe in 
upholding international law. After 
studying, we agreed that the cause 
was just as we were protecting 
innocents." She reminded us that 
other countries were not coq)era- 
tive that time, and American planes 
had to lake a longer route and 
refuel on the way. 

Theinext tuiexpected event came 
in August of 1990 when she was 
addressing a conference in Aspen, 
Colo. President Bush was there 
also when news came that Iraq had 
invaded Kuwait. "Once again we 
were ready. They had wrongfully 
invaded someone else's country. If 
not stopped, they could have gone 
on to other countries and held the 
world ransom." 

She repeated her theme that the 
United States and Britain were 
ready once more because they had 
kept up the strength of their armed 
forces. 'The unexpected wai't stop 
hi^pening. Assurance that tyrants 
won't take over depends on 
preparedness. Let us not stray from 
that challenge." 

H& lesson continued that both 
the military and the political estab- 
lishments must understated how to 
work together. Furtha, the moment 
armed forces are committed, the 
support of the civilian population is 
vital. "Cooperation from free 
people is inspiring and remark- 
able." 

She closed her lecture with a 
tribute to Gorbachev for taking the 
initiative to restore freedom of 
sjierch, of worship and of associa- 
tion. "The world owes that man a 
great debL His leadership was 
dynamic, but of course he made 
many enemies. 

"Don't worry about the breakup 
of the Soviet Empire. We were , / 
once the British Empire . . . -^ 
Possibly things would have been 
different had 1 been the prime 
minister in 1776! Remember the 
Roman Empire, the Ottoman 
Empire and the Ha{»burg Empire. 
Nations put logetl^ vtificially or 
held together by tyrants wtU t^eak 
up. We must Bring them all to de- 
mocracy under a framework of 
law."

What do you do when someone 
needs an ambulance in the middle 
of the day and there is no one to 
drive it? A lack of volunteers for 
the city of Virginia Beach rescue 
squads is a growing problem for the 
city's Emer- 
gency Medical 
Services (EMS) 
department. 

Since most 
people work 
during the day, 
they can offer 
Iheir time to the 
city's rescue 
squads primarily 
at night. This 
leaves the day- 
time crews 
short-staffed, es- 
pecially between 
the hours of 6 
a.m. and 12 
noon. With the 

help of the Lillian Vernon Corpora- 
lion, EMS has come up with a 
unique way to solve this dilemma. 

EMS is encouraging local com- 
panies with night shifts to offer first 
aid training to their nighttime em- 
ployees. Trained employees will 
then have the opporujnity to be 
daytime rescue squad volunteers. 

The Lillian Vernon Corporation, 
which has a large contingent of 
night shift personnel, offers a "First 
Responders" course for its em- 
ployees, sponsored by the city's 
Emergency Medical Services De- 
partment. Ii is a six-week, 6G-hour 
course. Students receive training in 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR), first aid, n^tment of frac- 
ture and oxygen therapy. 

Upon completion of 

the course, participants be- 
come certified "First ResptMiders." 
They are qualified lo begiiv emer- 
gency treatment in case of a 
medical emergency while waiting 
for a rescue team to arrive. This 
gives the Lillian Vernon Cor-

poration an added measure ol 
.safety in their disu-Jbulion center. 

William S. Kilcy, of EMS, said 
of the program, "Lillian Vernon has,- 
a desire to train their personnel in / 
injury prevention, how to treat K, 
people on the scene, and even how 
to save a life. With this training, 
Lillian Vernon has established a 
'First Aid Brigade' among their 
employees. There is what we call a 
'golden hour' in a trauma situation, 
which means we may have only 
aie hour to save a life. Having a 
trained person on the premises can 
make the difference between life 
and death." 

I hope other companies will fol- 
low Lillian Vernon's example by 
piX)viding tfaining for their employ- 
ees. It's a win-win siUiation for 
both the companies who participate 
as well as the city of Virginia 
Beach. The companies have well- 
trained personnel and the city gets 
die spinoff of potential rescue 
squad volunteers. 

We are proud of our rescue squad 
in Virginia Beach. We have the 
only all-volunteer rescue service 
among the top 200 most populous 
cities in ihe United States. In 1991, 
1 1 squads answered more than 
23,500 requests for emergency 
services, a 43 percent increase over 
\he last five years.

funding for the Standards of 
Quality, the SI 50 million reduction 
in die 1990-92 budget has had dev- 
astating consequences across the 
Commonwealth.

stick. In the past .seven years, 
funding for medicaid has increased 
193 percent, funding for cor- 
rections has increa.sed by 99 per- 
cent, and funding for mental 
disabiliues has increa.sed by 84 per- 
cent. The average increase in state 
funding for state programs has been 
61.4 percent. Funding for K-12 ed- 
ucation increased by 56 percent and 
higher education 42 percent. 

The governor's budget request 
restores some of the cuts made last 
year, but does not provide money 
for salary increases or increases in 
healdi insurance costs. For Vir- 
ginia Beach, it means about $10 
million in restored money and 
about $14 million in new money 
which looks good until you hear 
diat the city diinks it will be about 
$20 million short of their projected 
budget needs and wants to share 
some of that pain widi die school 
side, and school enrollment is 
continuing to incrca.se even while 
housing starts and real estate values 
arc falling. 

Obviously, die mission for Vir-

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Survey says, 
increase fees, 
but not taxes

Council members generally want 
to avoid property tax increases and 
layoffs, but to maintain services at 
an acceptable level they would look 
for further efficiencies in both the 
city and school operations and 
would increase fees for services. 

Budget Director Dean Block, in a 
report on a survey of 10 council 
members (one did not particii»te), 
said that the consensus of council 
matched closely the views of (te- 
partment heads. 

Although council found city ser- 
vices to be effective, the majority 
believes that further economies are 
possible in both the city operations 
and in the schools. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
concluded that the council believes 
that any reductions in the operating 
budget should not be made across- 
the-board, but should be program 
specific. Which services council 
considers more or less important to 
the city are delineated in a ranking 
survey which rates various pro- 
grams on a scale of I-V with top 
ratings at I. 

For instance, at the top of the 
ratings with a 1.20 rank were the 
city attorney and uniform patrol. At 
the bottom was administrative sup- 
port for museums with a 4.33 rank. 
For instance, two council members 
ranked this program III, two ranked 
it IV and five ranked it V, and one 
did not respond. 

The city is faced with cutting 
$20.5 million out of the upcoming 
operating budget. The money 
represents the expected shortfall in 
revenues needed to keep servites at 
their present level. 

Block said that for the past sev-

tams, he said, but thought the idea 
should be studied. 

What happened was the council 
had a field day with the idea last 
week. 

Councilman John A. Baum, who 
pre-dates OI)emdorf on council 
(1972), remarked, "as if all we had 
to do is have the staff study (the 
concept)!" He added that if the reso- 
lution passed, the suff should look 
at the 12 signs of the Zodiac - "we 
have three aquariuses (on council). 

"He said that three are himself, 
whose birthday is on Feb. 11, 
Obemdorrs, Louis R. Jones, and 
perhaps there's a fourth. Vice 
Mayor Robert V. Fentress. But his 
birthday might come just afterward, 
Baum added. 

And as for City Manager James 
K. Spore taking any part in the 
study. Councilman Harold 
Heischobcr (1980), remarked that 
Spore has only lived here a month 
or two and "1 can't imagine him 
coming back here and saying, 'You 
old-timers have got to go.' And 1 
think Mr. Spore likes Virginia 
Beach." 

Oberndorf said that she did not 
object to giving the public the op- 
portunity to express their opinion, 
but the governor (who is limited to 
one term in office) is the most 
powerful pjsitton in Virginia be- 
cause the legislature meets only 
two months. But he's a lame duck 
governor. Also, very frequently 
people, get concerned about the 
power of the bureaucracy with 
council turning over." 

Lanteigne, who started out say- 
ing that he knew the mayor is not 
all that thrilled with the concept, 
said that instead of asking staff to 
gel involved in the study, it could 
solicit comments. 

Rae LeSesne, chairman of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, said that 
now, of all times, the staff is 



needed to devote its lime to more 
precious items. But if the staff was 
going to make a study of limiting 
terms, it could throw in a study of 
redistricting. And while the staff 
was asking around, they could find 
out about discrepancies in popula- 
tion districts. 

The council has received a report 
from a special task force recom- 
mending redistricting the city into 
more equally divided (population- 
wise) districts, but council has 
failed to lake any action on the rec- 
ommendations. Lanteigne, who 
represents Pungo Borough, one of 
the smallest in population, may be 
affected by the redisu-icting came 
up. 

Baum said that the council 
members do have limits - when 
they are not re-elected. 

Lanteign pointed out that in 
1980 council placed a limit on the 
number of terms an individual can 
serve on boards and commissions. 

Counciiwoman Reba McClanan 
(1980) seconded Lanieigne's motion 
to approve the study. Council 
William D. Sessoms Jr. (first term) 
made a substitute motion for denial, 
seconded by Councilman Robert W. 
Clybum (first term). 

Councilman James W. Brazier, 
supporting Lanteigne, said that 
term limitation is not an original 
idea, but it is a sign of the times. 

During the 22 years he's been on 
council, said Baum, "the people 
haven't re-elected a Lynnhaven rep- 
resentative." Brazier is a firsi-term 
representative from the Lynnhaven 
Borough. 

Oberndorf added that the time 
limit on boards and commissions 
was to get more citizens to serve. 
It's difficult to not be reappointed, 
she said. 

And the important difference, said 
Jones, who is serving his second 
term but after one defeat, is that 
council is elected by the people 
while boards are appointed.

gram. Now there appears to be a 
willingness, he said, to hold back 
or to build less expensively. 

Block also said that there is not 
much support in the council survey 
for wide-scale privatization, but that 
council wants to make the maxi- 
mum use of its own manpower. 

Council, he said, also shows a 
preference for not making up with 
local funds allocations cut by the 
State. In that category specifically 
are libraries constitutional and 
mental health.

She also said that she opposed 
the change partly because it would 
create two departments where one 
would suffice. 

The home economics and 4-H 
activities have traditionally been 
under the Extension Service, which 
is funded by the State under Vir- 
ginia Tech. McClanan said that she 
"grew up in extension," and that it 
"j3layed an important part of my 
life." She said that the move would 
put extension out of the picture. .'.^ 

The city has supplemented the 
salaries of the extension employees 
so that local agents are paid more 
than they are statewide. She said, 
however, that he figures she gets 
from the state are different from the; 
figures she gets locally.

By shifting CuUipher to a city- 
funded agency, he is eligible for re- 
tirement. 

McClanan, who said she voted 
against creating the new department 
last spring, said she was surprised 
that it has come this far "to ac- 
commodate an individual who has 
been a good employee over the 

years." 
Councilman John A. Baum said 

that the problem started with the 

rftKwttient of Dick Cockrell, former 



director of the Department of Agri- 
culture. Four years later, he said, 
the Extension Service learned that 
CuUipher could not receive federal 
retirement payments and work at 
the Department of Agriculture job. 

McClanan said that other em- 
ployees should not be punished. 
She said that the charter change 
would remove from the composi- 
tion of the Deparunent of Agricul- 
ture an agriculture agent and a home 
demonstration agent, leaving only a 
director of agriculture "and such 
other officers and employees orga- 
nized in such bureaus, etc." 

She said that it is unique that the 
head of a department should be 
someone outside the department 

Robert Matthias, assistant city 
manager/legislative matters, said 
that Del. Glenn Crowshaw has to 
agreed to sponsor the legislation 
before the General Assembly. 

' McClanan also object because 
the way the amendment is worded, a 
man will head the home 
demonstration side of Extension.

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City celebrates 
Bill of Rights 
Bicentennial

The city of Virginia Beach and 
the Constitution's Celebration 
Commission recently sponsored a 
public event commemorating the 
Bicentennial of the Bill of Rights at 
the Francis Land House, located at 
3131 Virginia Beach Boulevaid. 

The ceremony began with the 
pealing of the Bell of Freedom, the 
presentation of colors by the Naval 
Air Station Oceana Color Guard, 
the pledge of allegiance to the flag, 
and the reading of Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorrs declaring the day "Bill 
of Rights Day." Councilwoman 
Nancy Parker read the proclamation 
and a greeting from the mayor. 

One of the main events of the 
program was the planting of the 
historic seedling that has been nur- 
tured in the city greenhouse since 
the early days of the five-year cele- 
bration of the Bicentennial of the 
Constitution. At that time, about 
100 cities in the United States were 
designated as recipients of historic 
seedlings to be planted as a part of 
the Bicentennial. 

The seedling, which has grown 
to about six feet in height, is a 
London Plane Tree from Bartram's ' 
Garden in Pennsylvania. John Bar- 
tram was the first recognized 
American botanist and a close friend 



of Benjamin Franklin, Bartram 
hosted a visit by the Constitution 
Convention delegates to' his gardens 
during the writing of the Constitu- 
tion. 

Similar ceremonies and programs 
look place all over the nation on 
December 15. Churches and syna- 
gogues participated by ringing bells 
and chimes to mark the Bicenten- 
nial. The celebration in our state 
was of particular significance, since 
the "yes" vote on the Bill of Rights 
by Virginia assured the ratification 
of the document. 

A plaque designating the Barton 
Plane as the "Bill of Rights Tree" 
was unveiled at the close of the 
outdoor ceremony. The guests then 
moved inside the Francis Land 
House for a brief program, includ- 
ing some comments on the Bill of 
Rights by Dr. Stephen S. Mans- 
field, professor of history at Vir- 
ginia Wesleyan College and author 
of "Princess Anne County and Vir- 
ginia Beach - A Pictorial History." 

Students from a fourth-grade 
class at Brookwood Elementary 
School and the bell ringers from 
Kings Grant Presbyterian Church 
also participated in the program.

City employee layoffs 
heighten community fears

The spector of layoffs among 
city employees has heightened the 
fears of the community bracing 
against the onslaught of a lagging 
economy. 

Following a gloomy briefing 
recently on the upcoming operating 
budget. Councilman James W. 
Brazier Jr. asked about rumors 
about layoffs and said the most 
damaging part of the rumor is that 
they will not go by seniority. He 
said that to his knowledge the city 
is not near that point. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
agreed, saying that it was "very 
premature to begin speculating. 
We're nowhere near that point Ev- 
erything we've done is to prevent 
that. Certainly that's a possibility." 
However, he said, the city does not 
have a reduction in work force pol- 
icy. ' 

Spore did announce an expansion 
of the city's hiring freeze to 200 
full- and part-time positions jobs 
that are now vacant. The previous 
freeze included only 100 full-time 
jobs. 

Spore said that the move was 
taken to lessen the impact of pro- 
jected funding deficits in the 
1992/93 city budget, allowing for 
attrition in the work force. The city

Nearly a year after the horrific 
slayings of two young boys in the 
woods off Birdnecic Road, a dark 
cloud still looms over the adjacent 
neighborhood, Wadsworth Homes, 
where the boys lived. 

Parents keep closer watch on 
their children. Teenagers who used 
to trek through the wooded path- 
ways enroute to 7- 1 1 now walk by 
the roadside, where there is sun- 
light. 

And rumors about the events that 
may have led up to 16-year-old 
Shawn Novak's confessed killings 



of Daniel Geier, 9, and Christopher 
Scot Weaver, 7, are tossed about on 
the neighborhood basketball courts, 
playground and street comers. 

"This place is not the same since 
it happened," said resident Mary 
Fletcher, who lives in the same 
court as Weaver's family. Geier's 
family also lived on Poughkeepsie 
Court, but moved after losing 
Daniel. 

"You do stay scared," said 
Fletcher, the mother of two school- 
age children. "I've seen parents be- 
come a lot suicter. They don't just 
let their kids run down the street 
anymore." 

Resident Tondra Seibring, who 
said she used to babysit for Daniel, 
said the thick woods "seem spooky 
now," and most people stay out of 
them. 

The slayings, which occurcd on

March 4, 1991, roused the Virginia 
Beach community to near disbelief 
that a 16- year-old local boy who be- 
friended plenty of youngsters could 
allegedly be capable of this crime. 
And the people of Wadsworth, a 



military community, have not 
Slopped talking about this tragedy 
that still confuses and overwhelms 
them. 

"You wouldn't believe the ru- 
mors," said Wadsworth resident 
Dominic Hendrix, 17. "People say 
there are a lot of kids that conspired 
with Shawn. They say one boy 
was going to help him kill the lit- 
tle boys, but he chickened out. 

"Little kids get all scared. The 
tell each other that if they go in the 
woods, they're going to get killed." 

Despite "no trespass- 
ing" signs, children wander 
into those woods to play in forts 
they constructed, look for turtles 
and snakes and join in games like 
Hide-and-go-seek, Hendrix said. 
F6r years, teens have snuck into the 
woods for privacy and mystery.

Human rights 
commission set 
to begin its work

The Human Rights Commis- 
sion, an outgrowth of the 1989 La- 
bor Day riots and established by 
City Council last Aug. 6, now has 
the members needed to gel on with 
its work. 

Council last week appointed 1 1 
persons to the commission, which 
will, hear complaints from people 
who believe they have been dis- 
criminated against because of race, 
religion, age, nationality, sex or 
di.sability. 

A principal commission propo- 
nent was George Minns, president 
of the Virginia Beach Chapter of 
the NAACP. Council decided, 
however, to go beyond race and lo 
include all areas of the population 
which at some time may be 
vulnerable lo some form of 
discrimination. 

From the beginning, 

controversy surrounded establish- 
ment of such a bixly in ihe city. 
Some believed that the Slate com- 
mission addressing such issues was 
sufficient. Others believed that the 
organization would eventually be- 
come another bureaucracy taxing 
ihc city's revenues. And still others 
believed that the city did not have 
discrimination problems of the 
magnitude that would justify form- 
ing such a commission. 

Council appointed a task force, 
using the city's Fellowship Com- 
mittee as a base, to study the issue. 
The committee recommended the 
establishment of the Human Rights 
Commission.

Preventing another tragedy 

The slayings of two little boys, Daniel Geier and Christopher 
Scot Weaver, shook up Virginia Beach last March. And then, 
when 16-year-old Shawn Novak allegedly confessed to the 
killings, tl*e community really got upset. How could it not? 

"I thought, what is happening to our city? Are we this out of 
eontroBf* aSkdd Oceanfront resident Lynne Beaier, 38. "Those 
two precious littie boys. It devastates me just to think about it." 

Remembrances of the tragedy linger on in Wadsworth Homes, 
where tbe wro Httle boys resided. Geier's family has moved 
away, and Weaver's family members, neighbors said, have 
changed, now keeping to themselves much of the time. 

People stiH ^vender how Shawn Novak could have allegedly 
become so lost, confused and corrupted to have felt led to 
allegedly stab the two young boys who followed his lead in 
playing imaginative games as they wandered through the 
neighborhood and nearby woods. 

Novak had allegedly checked out a book on serial killing at the 
library prior to allegedly killing Geier and Weaver. One can't 
help but wonder how a teenager could become possessed with 
such ideas, and could find satisfaction in hurting, even killing, 
innocent others. 

Was Novak once a victim of abuse himself? Was he hurting 
so badly inside that he felt driven to lash out and hurt others? 

Novak's schoolmates said, prior to allegedly killing Geier and 
Weaver, Novak would kill animals and then brag about it, often 
"showing off the dead animals, wearing dead birds around his 
neck and holding up dead cats by their necks for schoolmates 
and younger kids to see. 

Clearly, Novak wanted attention, and now he has»it. The 
community waits eagerly to see what will happen in his upcom- 
ing murder trial, set to begin March 2. 

Fortunately, a video of him confessing to the slayings will be 
used as evidence, despite attempts to have it thrown out because 
a detective apparently lied to Novak to encourage his 
confessions. 

The community is angry at Novak and wants to see him pun- 
ished, and he will be punished. 

But what the community should be even more con- 
cerned about is doing what it can to see that heinous youth 
crimes such as this one don't happen again. 

Youth violence is starting to become a real problem in the city. 
Gangs have been formed, and are getting their hands on high- 
tech weapons. As the city grows, youth crimes are becoming 
more prevalent. And with more adults than ever before work- 
ing, many more than one job, there is less supervision for many 
lonely and disturbed children. 

To prevent another Geier- Weaver tragedy, we need to focus 
on the Shawn Novaks in the community, the young people who 
are becoming misguided and misled. There need to be more 
adults focusing on these young people, giving them the positive 

attention they need and providing them with healthy outlets for 
their energies. 

And if we see deviations in our community's youth, such as 
the killing of animals or obsession with murder books and 
movies, we shouldn't sit back in our seats and sigh. These 
young people, as we have learned, could go on to cause the 
needless suffering of others, if we continue to ignore them. — 
K.L.H. 

Voters decide on race track 

The city of Virginia Beach is considering a dog race track for 
the future. 

Although Senator Clarence A. Holland, D-Virginia Beach, 
has introduced a bill supporting a track in Virginia Beach, it 
would need to be approved by voters before any action could 
be taken. 

Animal rights activists and the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals are strongly opposed to the bill. 

They claim that dogs used for racing, particularly grey- 
hounds, are often mistreated both during and after their racing 
days. 

Delegate Glenn R. Crenshaw, D-Virginia Beach, has publicly 
stated that a race track in the city would not promote animal 
cruelty. 

Supponers of the track have said that animal rights protection 
groups have no grounds for their fear of cruelty to racing dogs. 

Reports say that Holland has slated the he would ensure the 
safety and protection of racing dogs if the bill is passed.

Newspaper 
must accept 
its mission

Widi all due respect, one of die 
problems with that Norfolk-based 
daily newspaper. The Virginian-Pi- 
lot, is dial it seems to have eidier 
veered away from 
what the commu- 
nity Uiinks should 
be its mission, or 
else is very con- 
fused, or doesn't 
care about it. 

Firsiof all, itis 
the only daily 
newspaper head- 
quartered in 
Goldfarb southside Hamp- 
ton Roads. It has a print media mo- 
nopoly in die local area. It weilds 
tremendous power and influence. It 
has friends. It has enemies. It is 
sometimes perceived as a big public 
relations agency and not a newspa- 
per. But it also, as do all newspapers, 
has die world's future at its finger- 
tips. Theproblem is, it doesn't know 
how firm a grasp to lay on die infor- 
mation it obtains and on die various 
issues and events of the day. The 
newspaper seems willing to sacrifice 
positive public opinion and reader- 
ship in die long run, for die sake of 
short-term newspaper box sales. This 
philosophy will eventually catch up 
widi ihcm, dial is, if it hasn'talready. 

Where is NorfoUt't 
leadership? The City 

Council? The city 

manager? The mayor? 

T he chief of polic e? 

The commimity? No, 

sadly it appears that 

The Virginian-PUot 

governs Norfolk. 

But for what it's worth, diere are 
some newspaper editors who still 
believe that most tfuly news-con- 
scious people depend on newspapers 
to gel the "full story." Readers don't 
always necessarily expect objective 
and fair reporting, but at least more 
information, even if it is sometimes 
unconfirmed, incomplete and one- 
sided, than either television or radio 
offers, in many cases. The reader 
knows that in many cases they must, 
in addition to absorbing the article's 
informauon.applydieirown personal 
mierprcti ve analysis of what they are 
reading. They must put the informa- 
tion, quotes and opinions in political, 
social, financial and moral context, 
among odicrs. 

But there are some is- 
sues and events which don't re- 
quire a rocket scientist to figure out. 
Namely, crime, and the taking and

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TQM principles 
are applied in 
Virginia Beach

Over the last several months. Total 
Quality Management (TQM) is a 
subject on which I have been writing 
and employees have been diligently 
working. 
For those of you that haven'iheard 
of this leadership 
technique yet, 
TQM, which was 
developed and 
taught to the 
Japanese by Dr. 
W. Edwards 
Deming, uses 
employee ideas 
to continuously 
improve work 
processes. By 
getting and using 
employee input 
to improve the 
work processes, 
the city will be 
better able to 
navigate through 
rough financial seas and still provide 
quality services to our residents. 

Before 1 tell you about some of the 
exciting success stories of TQM in 
Virginia Beach, let me refresh your 
memory concerning some back- 
ground on TQM. In previous articles, 
I outlined the philosophical under- 
pinnings of TQM - the "Fourteen 
Points," and the Process Improve- 
ment Team method - the gateway 
through which employees go to solve 
the problems. 

The fourteen points are the meat 
and potatoes of TQM, and these criti- 
cal points all have the central theme 
of knowing what ihecustomer wants, 
having employees participate in the 
decision-making process, and im- 
proving (continuously) the work 
processes. The hands-on application 
of these points is the Process Im- 
provement Teams. This team prob- 
lem-solving method is an exciting 
process in which employees tackle 
the challenges facing the city using 
the seven-step problem-solving 
method and tools such as "Brain- 
storming" and "Statistical Process 
Control." 

Now the good part. 

Educated with the principles of TQM 
and anxious to address the pressing 
needs of the city, 46 employees 
embarked on a TQM Pilot Project 
journey in September. These first six 
pilot projects (Process Improvement 
Teams), which will hclpdcmonstraic 
how successful the principles of 
TQM can be, are outlined below: 

Bond Reduction Team: Dc- 
crca.sc the amount of surety loss to 
the city by decreasing the number of 
subdivision performance bonds 
whose value fall below completion 
costs. To accomplish this, the team 
recommended developing more ac- 
curate cost estimating processes and 
building inflationary measures into 
the process. 

Construction Contract Review 
Team: Decrease the time required to 
review and execute city consuuction 
contacts. To accomplish this, the 
team recommended that the process 
and procedure by which contracts arc 
routed be rewritten. Upon comple- 
tion of this, the processing time will 
be reduced from an average of 107 
days to an average of 30 days!

tion, excitement and

Personnel Requisition Team: 

Improve the system of processing 
these requisitions in the city. To pre- 
vent the interruption of services and 
provide accountability and control, 
the team recommended developing 
user friendly policies, retraining key 
people and establishing departmen- 
tal coordinators (for processing 
requisiUon.s). 

Employee Injury Awareness 
Team: Reduce the frequency of 
employee injuries resulting from 
getting on and off trucks and heavy 
equipment. Because of the concern 
for the safety of our employees and 
die associated dollar cost involved 
with injuries, the team recommended 
installing improved steps and 
handles on trucks and having em- 
ployees record slips and accidents. 
(Data collection is to determine 
whether additional steps arc needed.) 

Special invents Permitting: Im- 
prove the internal process of events 
permitting in the city, for example, 
for the Boardwalk Art Show. After 
analyzing the data, the team recom- 
mended cenu-alizing the permitting 
process in one office (currently, sev- 
eral deparunenis are responsible for 
permitting). This action will reduce 
operating costs and process time as 
well as reduce liability because of 
better site review. 

Mowing Operations Team: 
Decrease the number ol customer 
requests to mow regularly main- 
tained sites. Several possible causes 
have been identified; however, due 
to the seasonal conditions, the results 
arc not available yet. The team docs, 
however, expect a decrease in the 
mowing cycle time, which will im- 
prove customer satisfaction and 
lower the maintenance cost. 

These teams have completed their 
15- week problem-solving cfforis; 
but, as Dr. Deming preaches, the 
improvemcni process is never end- 
ing, so many of these teams will 
continue w >.. Mng on their projects to 
develop additional recommenda- 
tions. Also, a new round of projects, 
which will include participation 
from the business community, will 
begin in February. For the employ- 
ees who will be involved in these 
projects, February will bring a new 
round of education, excitement and 
productivity gains. 

In closing, TQM is not revolution- 
ary in its logic - it is common sense. 
And by educating employees on the 
principles of TQM and lapping the 
skills and knowledge of those em- 
ployees, the city will be better able to 
face the challenges before us.

care and food, the White House of- 
fers a capital gains tax for the rich 
and the contiimalion of uicklc- 
down economics. 

America needs leadership - eco- 
nomic leadership, educational lead- 
ership. But ihis Adminislralion and 
this Congress haven't caught on. 
And sicadily, irrevocably, the six 
national education goals for the 
decade, which President Bush 
endor.scd two years ago, move 
further out of reach. 

The President and members of 
Congress can't be reading the same 
ncwsfwpers 1 do. Here arc some re- 
cent headlines: "More Students, 
Fewer Teachers Equal Over- 
crowded Clas.srooms" . . . "Report 
Card on Educational Goals: At This 
Point, the Nation is Flunking" . . . 
"Schools May Clo.sc lor 3 [)ays" . . 
. "ReJ%)rms Put on Hold as Sch(K)l 
Boards Scramble To Balance Their 
Budgets." 

Those headlines have appeared 
in major newspapers since the 
opening of school last fall. They 
testify to a uagic irony: While our 
country's leaders continue to call 
for educational improvement, 
budget cuts cripple thousands of 
school di.slricLs. 

The stories behind the headlines 
are appalling. Florida's schools cn- 
nollcd 80,000 more students this 
year than last with 8,000 fewer 
teachers. In Orlando, money raised 
by a PTA for classroom computers 
had to be diverted to a more 
immediate need - buying toilet 
paper for school restrooms. 

Schools in Los Angeles enroll 
16,000 more students ihis year than 
last with 2,300 fewer teachers. 
Classes with 35 to 45 suidenu are 
not unusual. 

One-third of the teachers in Hol- 
yokc, Mass., were laid off this fall. 
Middle school students can no 
longer take foreign languages, art, 
physical education, industrial arts 
or home ecoiomics. Elementary 
and middle school students no 
tonger have counselors, or librari- 
ans.

looms in many stales, lis roots 
lie in the l^SOs, when ihe federal 
government chose to create a 
welfare system for the wealthy and 
to shift the cost of serial programs 
ihat serve "average" cili/cns to the 
slate and local levels. 

So long as the economy was ro- 
bust, state and l(Kal govcmmcnls 
could pick up Uie slack. But the re- 
cession has devastated Uix reve- 
nues. 

Slate governments are caught in 
the vise of ma.ssivc cuts in federal 
aid and recession reduced revenues. 
All across the counU"y, school 
budgets have been cut to the bone. 

Meanwhile, wc are alarmed wit- 
nesses to a bizarre masquerade. 
Politicians and pundits speak of the 
imporuince of education and the 
need to improve America's 
schools. National leaders plan 
higher educational standards and 
more student as.sessmeni. They 
pledge support for school restfuc- 
luring. 

They don't speak of the budget 
cuts that leave fewer teachers and 
support staff to educate more stu- 
dents. They don't admit thai 
schools arc short of textbooks, let 
alone computers. They don't 
mention thai critical programs, 
from dropout prevention to foreign 
language in.slruction, face elimina- 
tion. They don't tell the nation that 
school resUucluring plans arc 
gathering dust 

This hypocrisy is not lost on us - 
America's public school employ- 
ees. The hope and enthusiasm of 
rixent years are becoming harder to 
sustain. 

We are overwhelmed by facing 
too many students, with too few 
learning materials. We're drained 
by trying to meci ihe social, as well 
as the educational needs of children 
who come lo school lirwl, hungry, 
malnourished, depressed, fright- 
ened and sad. We're disillusioned 
by ihe cxhwialions lo do more, to 
do better, and to do it with less. 

If America lives up to any New 
Ycffl^'s resolution for 1992, let it be 
to end the educational, social and 
economic conditions that prevent 
so mmy children from learning.

The Virginia Beach Court 
Doccnt Program (VBCDP) has 
conducted "Day in Court" tours for 
more than 14 years. The teaching 
guides, called docenls, are all 
volunteers. Many are wives of 
attorneys or former teachers, who 
carry out the 
program three 
days a week 
during most of 
the school year. 

I recently 
.served as court 
doccnt for .34 
I2di grade gov- 
ernment 
students from 
nearby Kellam 
High School, 
who were ac- 
companied by 
iheir teacher, 
Jim Boyd, Jr. 
Their bus 
arrived promptly 
at 8:30 a.m. and 
an orientation 
period was held 
in an available courtroom in the 
Circuit Court. 

Maintaining order in Ihc court- 
room is die duly of the deputy 
sheriff a.ssigned to the courirwrn 
as bailiff. Deputy Buck Williamson 
showed the students his slun-gun, 
handcuffs and pistol. He also 
explained other duties, such as 
announcing ihc entry of the judge 
and custody of the jury. This 
piirticular deputy has been a special 
friend to the Court Doccnt Program 
for many years. He even built the 
table cu.scl wc use when di.splaying 
our charts. I was sorry lo Icivn that 
this was his last day of duly with 
the Sheriff's Department, as he had 
reached the age limit lor retire- 
ment 

Altera brief review of 
Virginia's criminal justice system, 
the students participated in a mock 
trial. Using a script provided by the 
VBCDP, diey assumed the roles of 
"officers of the court" Calling 
court to order thai day, the siudcnt- 
biuiiff announced thai the Honor- 
able 'Judge" Boyd would be 
presiding. Through role-playing, 
the students Icarmxl the duties of 
the judge, conimonwcalth's 
allorncy, defense attorney, clerk, 
court reporicr and bailiff. 

Since these students are or soon 
will be 18 and thus eligible to serve 
as jurors, ihcy seemed interested in 
how a jury is selected. For .some 
years, the names of pro.speclive ju- 
rors came from the voter rcgisu^a 
lion lists. Becau.sc many young 
people fail to register to vote, few 
were called for jury duly. How- 
ever, most 18-year-olds cannot 
wail to obtain a driver's license. 
Now, that licen.se will put their 
names on the list for this civic 
responsibility. 

The right to trial by 

jury is Ihe only right triply guar- 
anteed by our Constitution. In a 
criminal u^ial in Virginia, there are 
12 members of the jury and their 
verdict must be unanimous. When 
a trial is expected to run several 
days, an alternate juror is usually 
selected. Jurors are chosen from a 
jury panel by die priKcss of 
elimination. Slate courts no longer 
give automatic exemptions to doc- 
tors, teachers or such. 

However, jurors can be excused 
from jury duly /or cau.w or by //t. 
empiory challenges. There is no

limit to the number who could be 
excused "for cause." One specific 
reason for cause would be admis- 
sion of bias. Another would be a 
conflict of interest A limited 
number of jurors can be excused 
from jury duly on peremptory 
challenges. No reason has to be 
stated by the atlorneys for the 
Commonwealth or defense. 

Once selected, ihc jury has the 
duly to lisien carefully lo die evi- 
dence as presented, follow ihc 
judge's instructions, determine die 
facts, and then render a fair and 
impartial decision ba.sed on the evi- 
dence and die insU^uctions. 

After the mock trial, wc walked 
to the General Disu-ict Court and 
observed traffic court. Then, wc re- 
turned to Circuit Court to observe a 
portion of a murder trial in 
progress. The sludenis were 
unuigued as they listened lo the 
lestimony of several witnesses. 

During a short recess. Judge 
Thomas Shadrick stepped down 
from die bench and offered to 
answer questions. The subject of a 
jury was raised again when one 
student asked what was meant by 
"a jury of one's peers." The word 
"peer" originally meant one's 
equal, but obviously absolute 
equality is impossible. 

The judge explained that a jury 
of one's peers does not necessarily 
mean there must Ik jurors of your 
age, your sex, your race or your re- 
ligion. Our present system of 
.selecting a pool of prospective 
jurors is considered equitable. Each 
month, a computer selects names al 
random, which should produce a 
crossscclion of the community. 

Then, the judge and attorneys 
have an obligation to question die 
members of the jury panel to assure 
thai prejudice is absent and fairness 
will prevail. Only Uien are mem- 
bers of the panel selected as 
members of the jury. 

This "Day in Court" tour was a 
learning experience these students 
will not soon forget. A number of 
them expressed an intention to 
return after school dial day lo hear 
final arguments in die irial they had 
been observing. 

Conducting Uiesc tours is educa- 
tional and rewarding for the guide, 
loo.

A Virginia Beach resident was 
found guilty of tax evasion and 
other tax charges in U.S. District 
Court. 

Richard Ronald Carpenter, a for- 
mer Herbalife International sales- 
man, was convicted in a recent ju- 
ried trial. 

Carpenter was found guilt cf lax 
evasion for 1984 and 1985, failure 
to file a return for 1986, and filing 
a false financial statement with the 
IRS. 

Carpenter was arrested on 
November 19, 1991, in Norfolk. At 
that time, Carpenter was taken into 
custody and bond was set at 
S25,0()0, which he could not meet. 
Carpenter remained in custody until 
a bond hearing was held on I)ecem- 
ber 18, 1991, at which time Judge 
John A. MacKenzie ordered 



Carpenter released on a $15,000 
personal recognizance bond. 

According to court records. Car- 
penter received income of $186,272 
for 1984 and 1985. He attempted to 
evade the tax due on this income by 
not filing his federal income tax re- 
turns for those years. Carpenter also 
attempted to conceal his income by 
utilizing the bank accounts of other 
people. 

Additionally, court records re- 
vealed that during 1986 Carpenter 
received income of approximately 
523,000, but failed to file a federal 
income tax return. In 1988, 
Carpenter was asked to complete an 
IRS Collection Information State- 
ment on which he stated false in- 
formation regarding his checking 
account and personal loan informa- 
tion. 

As a result of the four convic- 
tion, Carpenter faces a maximum 
sentence of 14 years in prison and a 
maximum fine of $325,000.

All Citizens Advisory Committee 
members reappointed for 3 more years

All members of the Citizens Ad- 
visory Committee were reappointed 
to serve additional three-year terms 
just a week after City Council 
turned down a request to replace the 
committee with one that city 
staffers believed would be more 
representative of changing city 
needs. 

The CAC, which represents the 
12 target neighborhoods that are 
included in revitalization plans us- 
ing Federal Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant funds, serves as 
an advisory group for the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Neighborhood 
Preservation. BIcKk Grant funds in 



the past have been used exclusively 
to provide water, .sewer, roads, 
curbs and gutters to the target (low- 
income) neighborhoods in the city. 

Two weeks ago. Mary Ann 
Ustick, department director, pointed 
out that work in eight of the 
ncighborho(xls have been completed 
and that the remaining four would 
remain the lop priority regardless of 
how the advisory committee was 
suuctured. 

But the thrust of the department 
is changing, she said, to address 
problems all over the city, among 
them, deteriorating housing, the 
poor, the handicapped and the 
homeless. 

The restructured committee 



would have retained representatives 
from the four target neighborhoods 
that have yet to be completed and 
included representatives from other 
areas of the city with problems the 
department is uying to address. 

Objections from CAC members 
and some council members allowed 
the CAC to stay as it is, mostly to 
allay fears that the four remaining 
target neighborhoods would not be 
neglected.

Opposition from propoty owners 
along a prntion of princess Anne 
Road sclwdHled for realignment de- 
layed until this week a contract 
award for the paving project. 

The project includes the recon- 
struction and widening of 1.1. 
miles of Princess Anne Road, be- 
tween Seaboard Road and the Bial- 
lio Borrow Pit, which will be re- 
aligned to eliminate curves. The 
total cost of the project is estimated 
aiSl,983,()3d. 

Jeff Utley, of Seaboard Road, 
representing the properly owners, 
said that the owners believe the 
price offered by the city for property 
is too low. 

Utley said that the city has of- 
fered for the right-of-way it needs to 
acquire only 10 to 20 percent of 
what it should. He said that the city 
should be paying $55,000 an acre 
for the land and damages, where it 
is now offering something closer to 
55,000 an acre. 

The road as designed will not 
take any of the homes on the road. 
However, it will cut off part of the 
building lots at the north end. 

Last week council deferred the 
award of the paving contract to 
Contractors Paving to allow time 
to resolve some of the problems 
between the city and the property 
owners. 

Contractors Paving was the low 
bidder at 5946,274.05 of 10 bidders. 
The bid is 31.4 percent below the 
engineer's estimate of $1,380,00 
which is consistent, according to 
the city staff, with the current ex- 
trepne competitive trend dictated by 
die depressed marketplace.

informed ihat "wc would not sup 
port legislation which did not pass 
the money along." 

Councilman James W. Brazier Jr. 
said thai he had supported the bottle 
bill, but the new bill is broader. He 
said it contained a "whole litany of 
things that have to happen." In- 
cluded in the legislation, he .said, 
are containers for beer, soft drinks, 
milk, liquors, wine and juice. 

John Marshall, chairman of Vir- 
ginians for Recycling in Hampton 
Roads, said that 10 other states 
have a similar bill. In this bill, the 
unredeemed deposits do not belong 
to the slate but arc returned to 
localities on a pro-rata basis. He 
said that Virginia Beach should re- 
ceive S2.5 million from the unre- 
deemed bottle deposits. 

In answer to a question from 
Brazier, he .said that the S2.5 mil- 
lion figure was projected by experts 
who have studied the operation of 
similar legislation in other states. 
"It's not like we're doing something 
new." 

The $8 million figure was quoted 
in the December issue of Recycling 
Today. 

Brazier and Councilmen Paul J. 
Lanieigne and William D. Sessoms 
Jr. voted against the resolution. 
Lanteigne said that he could not 
vote to support a bill he had not 
seen. Sessoms said that he also 
voted against the bottle bill last 
year, not because he was against 
recycling, but because of the possi- 
ble increase in prices for the con- 
sumer. 



In addition to Marshall, the 
legislation was backed by Maureen 
Sigmund, chairman of the South- 
ca.stem As.sociation for the Virginia 
Environment; Rae LeSesne, chair- 
man of the Citizens Action Coali- 
tion; and Maurice Jackson, chair- 
man of the Council of Civic Orga- 
nizations and also a member of the 
Virginia Beach Audobon Society, 
and the Virginia Beach Clean 
Community Committee, among 
others. Jackson said that this an 
opportunity for the government to 
"do it for us.." - 

The Southeastern Virginia Plan- 
ning District Commission 
(SEVPDC) is supporting the legis- 
lation. Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan said that the commission 
addressed the concerns addressed by 
council members. 

Robert Dean, Earth Day chair- 
man, said that anybody who throws 
anything out of the car window is 
recycling because organizations 
pick up all the trash. But with the 
new container legislation, he said, 
instead of dumping the Uash, they 
will take it to recycling centers 
where groups can redeem the con- 
tainers for group projects. The cen- 
ters that recycle the materials and 
the markets that sell the container 
products will also be paid for ad- 
ministfation costs. 

Dean said diat the Virginia Beach 
Clean Community Organization 
strongly endorses the resolution. He 
said that cleaning up the containers 
is not only a mailer of pride, but 
will give the civic organizations 
some remuneration for their work.

Virginia's Arts Budget Peanuts 



On Saturday, Jan. 12, the House of Dele- 
gates Finance Committee, led by Chairper- 
son Senator Hunter B. Andrews, held a spe- 
cial public hearing at Norfolk's City Hall, the 
first of four to be held around the state. The 
purported purposeof the hearing was to give 
the public an opportunity to address the 
members of the Committee on proposed 
massive budgetcuts that would effect every- 
thing from social programs to education and 
the library system. Also proposed are cuts 
that would effectively emasculate the Vir- 
ginia Film Office and all but destroy the 
Virginia Commission On the Arts, already 
in sad shape after last year's cuts. 

To the chagrined surprise of the belea- 
guered Committee, more than 400 Hampton 
Roads residents showed up to speak. To his 
credit, Andrews maintained a fairly consis- 
tent sense gf humor (although it did wear 
thin at times) which helped run things 
smoothly. Unfortunately, for those not used 
to the mechanics of political goings on, the 
constant flow of Committee members in and 
out of the hearing room, at times leaving less 
than half the members to listen half-heart- 
edly, was, to say the least, disconcerting. 

In fairness to the Committee, 400 speak- 
ers, even when limited to two-minutes as 
requested by Andrews, is a nightmare wait- 
ing to happen. Even so, with proposed cuts 
that will effectively massacre many neces- 
sary programs, it would have been the height 
of naivet6 for the Committee not to expect 
the numbers they got And there's no excuse 
for the patronizing manner displayed by 
numerous members of the Committee to- 
ward the public they were elected to serve. 
The egg timer wielded by Newport News 
delegate Alan Diamonstein, in an effort to 
ensure compliance with the two-minute

In an 
area where every- 
body complains 
about how rough it is 
for the arts, this lack 
of support is inex- 
cusable. FcMtunately 
those who did show 
up. spdce with pas- 
sion and eloquence, 
as well as facts and figures, making some of 
the only noticeable impressions on the 
Committee. 

Members of the Virginia Symphony, the 
only arts organization to show up in strength, 
listened with intensity as musical director 
JoAnn Falletta spoke with quiet dignity, 
forcing the Cranmittee members to hear the 
message. 

"..We have come to the point in our soci- 
ety where we recognize the arts as the most 
important factor in our development as 
human beings. We recognize the creativity, 
the discipline that the arts instill as critical 
to the development of every intelligent 
individual..Jn supporting the arts, we are 
supporting a fuller life, a self-understanding 
for all people. This stale has been the 
embodiment of imagination, creativity and 
courage since the 18th century... Will the

Tidewater Performing Arts Society board 
member Bob Brown, speaking extempora- 
neously, forcefully pointed out: 

"...The arts are such a statistically small 
part of our budget. With last year's 80% cut 
in this agency's (the ArtS'Commission) fund- 
ing, we 'achieved' 5 3rd in the nation in terms 
^ of arts spending. That's below all 49 other 
states and a couple of territories — Ameri- 
can Samoa and Guam." » 

A number of people were present to speak 
on behalf of the Virginia Film Office includ- 
ing Terry Kelley, President of Kelley , Reilly 
and Smith Public Relations, independent 
film producer Cliff Koradi and casting di-

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Cogan'S : Avame Garde in the 60s, Eclectic in the 90s

A tradition of novelty thrives almost 
imperceptibly along Colonial and 21st 
Streets in Norfolk — if you didn't know 
the place was there, you'd drive right by it. 
New sounds, ideas, images, and faces are 
seen most nights of the week, especially 
on Tuesday's Open Mike Nights. Blues, 
modern acoustic, pop, southern acoustic, 
nihilistic — almost anything goes at Co- 
gan's. 

Opened as a comer store back in 1945, 
Cogan's is a second generation business 
built on the unique and individual. The 
Brothers Cogan (Carl & Allan) took over 
the business from their father, and have 
converted it into one of Norfolk's most 
flavorful nightspots. It's rich in history 
and atmosphere — the decor includes a 
twenty-foot glass case of antique toys, an 
always crowded pool table, hand-carved 
African tribal images and plenty of draught 
beer spigots for the thirsty among us all. 

Carl says things began to take shape in 
1969, when Allan took to booking bands. 
Art professors, university-types and artis- 
tic folk in general liked Allan's idea, and a 
tradition was bom. 

Killrome, a 5 -piece band fronting a 
brunette bombshell rivalling Janis Joplin 
takes the stage. The female Robert Plant 
belts out Led Zeppelin's Misty Moun- 



tain Hop on a chair in the middle of the 
house to howls of wild approval. 

"This place has always catered to cre- 
ative people; musicians, artists and the 
likej' says Carl. "People come out of the 
closet to play here — teachers, shipyard 
workers, carpenters, students, bank execu- 
tives, lawyers, doctors — some for more 
than ten years." 

Acoustic guitarist Joseph Bullock 
waxes ethical and theological with XTC'S 
God and his own gut-busting Enjoy- 
ment in Your Hand and Joseph 
Look At Me, You Are Stoned! 
Mother, Will You Leave Me 
Alone? The crowd spits out what's left 
of its modesty and screams in laughter. 

"The comraderie is great here on Open 
Mike Nights," Carl continues. "Cogan's 
permits a variety of talents to perform: 
poets, solo acts, bands, comedians. Ralph 
Stephens runs sound and keeps the squeal 
out of the speakers, and makes everyone 
sound as good as possible. Generally, it's 
a very kind and receptive audience." 

Jan Mayes, Cogan's singing waitress, 
jumps on stage at the audience's prompt- 
ing to serve them tasty tidbits from Tom 
Petty, Bonnie Raitt, and Mayes' own 
tunes like The Well or Who Am I? 

"We do it all for the money," Cogan 
interjects with a wry smile.

Stellar Dogs. Hmm. The first picture 
that comes to mind is a wild pack of two- 
headed dogs beaming in from outer space. 
Can you picture the headline in one of 
those tabloids: "Two-Headed Stellar Dogs 
Take Tidewater By Storm." 

No. No. No. Stellar Dogs don't really 
exist, do they? Well, not unless you're Bil 
Shearin, Quinton Roebuck, Rob Torgler 
or Shae Roebuck, members of the new 
band. Stellar Dogs. 

There is quite a history behind this 
foursome; each has played locally with dif- 
ferent groups. Shearin (drums) is widely 
known for his years with Waxing Poetics. 
After the break up of the Poetics, Shearin 
joined Torgler (guitar, vocals) to play with 
the Janks. Torgler played with local favcs 
Hoi Poloi and Wild Kingdom several years 
ago. Shae Roebuck (bass, vocals) and 
Quinton Roebuck (keyboards, vocals) 
played briefly with Stone 58, a band that 
focused on writing original music. 

"The name, do you like it?" Shearin 
asks, tongue firmly planted in cheek. "We 
were forced into choosing a name quickly 
because we lost a couple of college jobs 
since we didn't call ourselves anything." 

There is no front man per se but Tor- 
gler acts as host, spewing one-liners to au- 
dience members. Torgler, Quinton and 
Shae contribute vocally, each with a dif- 



ferent pitch and tone. At times it sounds 
like the vocals arc chasing each other al- 
most like conversation, creating rich har- 
monies that please the ear. Shearin plays 
'The Steady' keeping time with his razor 
sharp drum style. 

The band played their first local gig on 
Superbowl Sunday at Jamaican Johnnies, 
a place where beach fashion still rules. 
And while the band members take a break, 
reminders of the good 'ole days pipe 
through the house sound system; songs by 
The Clash, The Ramones, Violent 
Femmes and even the Beatles prove that 
sing-a-longs still exist. 

Says Shearin, "We played this^ past 
weekend in Nags Head. I think it was good 
to play that job before we played locally. 
We sounded a lot better than wc thought 
we would on our first night. Actually, 
we're pretty tight." 

Stellar Dogs will play original music 
mixed with cover songs. "The cover 
(song) issue . . . you know I've always re- 
sisted playing otJier people's material but 
you have to eat. We'll sing them and fo- 
cus most of our energy on writing, too," 
says Quinton. 

They even play Johnny Cash's Burnin 
Ring 0' Fire. Speaking of Burning Rings 
o' Fire, if you should see a large ring of 
light in the sky, beware.

My first call to the Calloway house- 
hold was a bust. Nuffie, his wife, gra- 
ciously told me I had missed him. "He's 
out getting the papers," she smiled, and 
suggested I call again in an hour. 

When I did, Cab answered the phone. I 
identified myself and asked if I had reached 
him at a good time. "I was just heading 
out the door," he answered vaguely. "I'm 
in kind of a hurry." 

I was about to ask if there would be a 
better time to call when I put two and two 
together. He had been out to get the 
morning papers, and was hustling out the 
doorat 11 a.m. 

"Are you going to the track?" I asked. 

A smile appeared in his voice. "I'm on 
my way there right now!" 

"Anything look good?" I asked. 

"Might be, might be . . .", he laughed. 

Calloway's love affair with horse flesh 
is older than his romance with music, dat- 
ing from his early childhood in Baltimore. 
He hung around Pimlico, getting to know 
the jockeys and grooms, managing to 
walk some of the thoroughbreds through 
their cool down paces. 

"Have you ever owned any horses?" I 
asked. 

"I've owned three," he said, "but keep- 
ing em's a headache. They're a lot more 
fun to bet on and watch than own!" 

Just the way Calloway said the word 
"fun" revealed that the youth who won- 
dered at the pageantry and beauty of horse 
racing was still very much a part of his 
personality. And that personality is a 
vigorous one. At 84, he has booked 40 
concert dates across the country for 1992. 

"When you appear with the Virginia 
Symphony on Feb. 29 and Mar. 1, are 
you bringing any members of the current 
Cotton Club Orchestra with you?" 

"No. Just me and my arrangements." 

"Isn't it difficult to get the feeling you 
want, and your audiences have come to 
identify, from an unfamiliar orchestra?" 

"I'm sure they're competent musicians. 
Thai's all / need." There was that laugh 
again. It was a broad chuckle from down 
deep, with an indescribable texture. He 
sounded completely at ease. Why not? 
This wasn't some abstract notion or idea. 
Organizing a group of musicians he'd 
never worked with was nothing new. He'd 
been dokig it for more than 60 years. I 
found myself listening as the laugh rolled 
on. There was something more in there. 

"You hawked newspapers for both Bal- 
timore dailies, played semi-pro basketball, 
studied music, and, when time allowed, 
tended to your school work ..." 

"Mama was relentless," he twinkled 
easily. 

"In your autobiography. Of Minnie the 
Moocher and Me, you repeatedly referred 
to yourself as a "hustler." While there's a 
sense of a street-wise kid who knew the 
ropes in that statement, it also conveys 
the impression you believed there was 
nothing you couldn't do."

"That's right. Every day is always bet- 
ter than the day before. That's been my at- 
titude, more or less, all niy fffc.* 

Small wonder. In 1928, after coming 
off a road tour of the hit show Plantation 
Days, he enrolled as a. student at Crane 
College in Chicago. One &y he met Abe 
Saperstein, founder of the Harlem Globe- 
trotters. Cab, who had been playing semi- 
pro basketball since high school, tried out 
for the team and was offered a position. 
He wound up turning it down. There was 
still the promise to his mother, who 
wanted him to study law as his father had. 
There was also something and someone 
else. 

The something was singing in 
Chicago's Dreamland Cafe, whieh led to a 
stint at the Sunset Cafe; and the someone: 
Louis Armstrongs "Loyis was wonderful 
to me," Cab said. He wasn't laughing 
iiow. His voice had become a gentle 
hush. "He freed me up from straight 
lyrics to try scatting. All that 'Hi-de-ho- 
ing' at the Cotton Club really got started 
at the Sunset Cafe."< 

Their paths would cross again when 
Calloway's first band, the Alabamians, left 
Chicago and finally hit New York, open- 
ing at the Savoy Ballroom in 1929. Their 
Midwestern mix of Dixieland and Swing 
bombed. The band went back to Chicago. 
Meanwhile, Armstrong arranged for Cal- 
loway to audition for Connie Imcrman, 
whose hit Broadway revue, Connie '5 Hot 
Chocolates, needed to replace its juvenile 
lead. Calloway got the gig, going on the 
road with the show until it closed. 

He was asked by Charlie Buchanan, 
manager of the Savoy, to return to the 
club to lead the Missourians, the Savoy's 
house band that Calloway recalled "ran us 
(the Alabamians) off the bandstand." The 
audiences at the Savoy had liked his ener- 
getic style as leader of Ihc Alabamians, in 
spite of the band's less sqjhisticatcd style. 
Calloway didn't take the audience's rejec- 
tion of the band's style to heart. It only 
confirmed another of his central beliefs. 

"You've always trusted your own 
judgment. In your book, you said of the 
Alabamians period, 'Never make so many 
compromises that you end up doing 
somebody else's thing and^ot your own.'" 

"That's right If I didn't like what was 



being done, I walked, that's just nic, I 
suppose," he continued emphatically. "I 
cared about doing what was right for me, 
holding my head up. Hell, I never cared 
where anybody came from, their back- 
grounds, or race or religion. Everybody 
goes through changes, makes mistakes. 
People are people." 

The Missourians soon moved to the 
Cotton Club, replacing Duke Ellington's 
band when they had road engagements. 
. Calloway's theme song Minnie the 
Moocher was first performed there in 
1931. The band received national expo- 
sure on a coast to coast radio hookup. 
Calloway asked for and got his first film 
role in 1932, starring with Al Jolson in 
The Singing Kid. 

"Jolson was a great guy to work with, 
and the people (in California) u-eated us 
like royalty. My hotel suite was right 
next to Jolson's, on the top floor. It had a 
balcony so big the whole band could set 
up on it and rehearse! " 

As I listened to Calloway's pleasure at 
the recollection, I had to remind myself 
that in 1932 most hotels across the nation 
did not admit blacks. He was welcomed 
because of his status as a performer, be- 
cause his musical style reached out and 
appealed to such broad audiences. It broke 
barriers down. 

"What do you think about some of the 
trends in contemporary music, like Salsa 
or heavily racially influenced Political Rap 
that seems to some to be playing to cul- 
turally based fears? It seems like some of 
this stuff goes beyond pride or awareness. 
Do you think some of these performers try 
to segregate audiences, accent the differ- 
ences, keep people apart?" I asked.

After a brief silence, that soothing, 
smiling voice returned. "It's just a thing 
that happens in music, that's all. There's 
9Q million changes in music. This is just 
another one of them. People are people, 
that's all," he added. 

For a moment, I felt like a schoolboy. 
The lesson had been genUy presented. Peo- 
ple are people. Recovering a little, I 
pressed on. 

" "That attitude about people has cer- 
tainly been stt^etched on a number of occa- 
sions and, from what I've read, one of 
those times was in Virginia Beach," I be- 
gan. Calloway laughed. 

"That would be on my first trip south 
with the band, in 1931. Benny Payne 
(pianist with Calloway's bands until 1948) 
and I fravelled ahead of the others by car. 
The rest of the band was coming by bus. 
Half an hour before we were supposed to 
go on, we got a call. The bus had broken 
down, and the band was going to be at 
least an hour late. We decided to go out 
and entertain the audience alone, until the 
band got there. The audience had been 
hollering for the show to start." 

"The emcee went out to make the an- 
nouncement, and all hell broke loose. We 
went out and started doing some show 
tunes, when I hear somebody shout some- 
thing about taking me out and lynching

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mc! About then, the band arrived. They 
set up in a real hurry," he paused, laugh- 
ing deeply. "I've been back many times 
since then. It's all Just people and 
changes." 

His career continued to flower. In 
1935,' George Gershwin offered him the 
part of fportin' Life in the original pro- 
duction of Porgy and Bess. Although the 
role was based on his public personality, 
he declined, citing his commitments to the 
Cotton Club and the band. He would fi- 
nally play the part in the 1950 revival of

the show, which ran three years, including 
a year in London. He would return to the 
stage many times, appearing with Pearl 
Bailey in Hello Dollyl in the mid-60s, 
with Barbara McNair in the 70s revival of 
The Pajama Game and in national tours of 
Eubie and Bubbling Brown Sugar in later 
yeafi. 

Though younger audiences are more 
likely to remember his 1980 appearance in 
the film The Blues Brothers with Dan 
Ackroyd and John Belushi, Calloway's 
screen credits include appearances in the 
benchmark film Stormy Weather (1943) 
with fellow Cotton Club alumnus Lena 
Home, St. Lorn Blues (1958) with Nat 



King Cole, and The Cincinnati Kid (1965) 
with Steve McQueen. 

He even managed to work with the 
Harlem Globetrotters finally, though not 
shooting hoops. For several years, begin- 
ning in 1965, he did half-time shows for 
the team as they toured the nation. 

I checked the clock. Nearly half an hour 
had whizzed by. I couldn't believe it. I 
quickly confirmed a scheduled meeting at 
the dress rehearsal, where we could take 
some photos. (They'll appear in next 
month's edition.) There was a final ques- 
tion I wanted to ask. I suspected I knew 
what the answer would be. I almost didn't 
want to ask, but not for that reason. I 
found I didn't want to let go of the mo- 
ment. 

"You've worked all over the world for 
over 60 years, done films, theater, televi- 
sion. Do you ever think about retiring?" 

"No," he stated flaUy. "What for? 
There's still people in this world for me to 
entertain." The laughter returned to his 
voice again. 

As I hung up the phone, I realized that 
although I had guessed he would answer 
my final question about retirement with a 
no, I was bowled over by his desire to 
keep reaching out to people. "It's people 
and changes, that's all," I heard his voice 
repeating. 

People and changes. That's Calloway, 
all right. And that says plenty.

Johnson Guides Capriole

Gayle Johnson was attracted to poly- 
phonic music early. At age five, she 
taught herself to play Frere Jacques on the 
piano — in canon. Some years later, in 
1979, the Virginia native founded Capri- 
ole, the baroque ensemble currently En- 
semble In Residence at William and Mary, 
in Seattle, where she had moved after col- 
lege to study with Meg Irwin-Brandon. 
"She was a wonderful teacher and musi- 
cian! She took risks." 

So docs Johnson. The early music 
scene in Seattle wasn't thriving, so she 
and her husband, bass-baritone James 
Weaver, went to Holland in 1985. "There 
was more going on musically, but the 
weather was terrible," she notes; in 1987, 
they moved to Virginia, where Johnson 
had grown up spending winters in 
Richmond and summers in Virginia 
BeacfR. A temporary job with Colonial 
Williamsburg turned permanent. 

"There are so many good musicians 
here because of Colonial Williamsburg. 
They're sitting on a gold mine of talent 
and wonderful acoustic spaces. It could be 
an early music center for the entire coun- 
try," she says wistfully. 

Weaver is a sought-after soloist who 
smgs all over the U.S. and Europe, meet- 



ing other excellent singers. He met so- 
prano Christine Brandes and tenor Robert 
Craig, who'll perform in Capriole's Mon- 
teverdi concerts in March, through the 
Smithsonian Chamber Singers; a perfor- 
mance of the St. Matthew Passion intro- 
duced him to Australian-born soprano 
Suzanne Peck, soloist for Capriole's 
February concert who will also appear in 
March. Says Johnson, "It's a small world 
for early music soloists. The good ones 
keep bumping into each other." And 
Capriole brings them to Williamsburg. 

A piano major at Obcrlin College and 
Conservatory, Johnson found that early 
music gave her the opportunity to bring it 
all together — music, dance, poetry, the- 
atre. Through classes in Italian Renais- 
sance art, she "fell in love with the whole 
aesthetic." She discovered the harpsichord. 
"The first thing 1 ever played was 
Couperin — so idiomatic, so finely crafted 
— every note just exactly right." She 
switched majors in the middle of her se- 
nior year. "It took me another year, but I 
finished with a degree in music history." 

Preparing the music for Capriole's con- 
certs requires a historian's skills. Johnson 
researches obscure manuscripts and deci- 
phers archaic notation, turning them into

Cue 67 1 Medium: 
A Rare Combination 



Phantoms were much in evidence Jan. 
24 as Virginia Opera premiered Associate 
Artistic Director Michael Ching's Cue 67 
in a double bill with Gian Carlo Menotti's 
The Medium.. 

In Cue 67, Gerry, a theatre director, is 
haunted by the memories of a production 
of The Tempest in which three people 
were killed. Returning to the theatre to 
start a new project, the visions take over 
once more and he is powerless to change 
the events. Baritone David Maze is be- 
lievable as Gerry; both his singing and 
acting are up to the role. Tenor Paul 
Mcllvaine is appropriately annoying as the 
manipulative producer; Christine Akre is 
an ethereal Anne/Ariel, with Michael 
Caldwell as Michael/Prospero and Leslie 
Valentine as the stage manager. 

The impressive but very busy score has 
its lyrical moments, notably Anne's wist- 
ful Some days I look back. All too frc-

quently the singers arc swamped by or- 
chestral overload; the climax of Gerry's 
big aria completely disappears. The use of 
body mikes is, perhaps, an attempt to deal 
with this problem, but seems more to un- 
derscore the pop assumption that loud is 
better. A further annoyance is the dreadful 
diction; though the work is sung in En- 
glish, Supcrtitles would have been a wel- 
come — indeed, necessary — aid. 

However, the overall aural impact of 
music and color, especially the exquisite 



lighting effects in the accident re-creation, 
overcame most of the drawbacks to the ex- 
tent that the most frequently heard com- 
ment during the interval was "I'd like to 
see that again!" — quite an accolade in an 
area where "new" music frequently gets 
short shrift. 

Mezzo Edna Garabedian commands the 
stage as Madame Flora in The Medium in 
a bold, compelling portrayal of the spiri- 
tualist whose fakery turns dcvastatingly 
real. Soprano Victoria Castle is appealing 
as Monica, her daughter and assistant; her 
pretty voice is overshadowed by Garabe- 
dian's controlled power. David Norris, a 
1991 graduate of the Governor's Magnet 
School for the arts, is well cast as Toby, 
the mute, as arc Caldwell, Akre and Valen- 
tine in the smaller roles of the Gobineaus 
and Mrs. Nolan. Clarity of diction is, 
thankfully, not a problem. 

Ching conducts both productions with 
zest — and some muddincss in sections of 
The Medium. Stage director Sandra Bern- 
hard, co-author of Cue 67, keeps the ac- 
tion moving in both with stunning effect. 
The choice of separating Monica and Toby 
spacially from tlie sccance mars the ambi- 
guity of the "touch" felt by Madame Flora 
and makes the blaming of Toby more puz- 
zling. Cue is a visual treat; but the spo- 
ken lines were regrettably lame, in con- 
trast to the sung acting. 

Scenic designer Donald Eastman's sets 
are excellent; Gerry's spacious modern 
apartment in Cue becomes Flora's '30s 
parlor, though llic latter is rather more airy 
than one would expect. Pat Seyller's cos- 
tumes for both are excellent as is 
Christina Gianelii's lighting design; the 
billowing, luminous "sea of Cue's Tem- 
pest scene is brilliant. ' „ . .

Concertgocrs will welcome the attrac- 
tive new, 203-seat Wilson G. Chandler 
Hall at ODU's Fine and Performing Arts 
Center, 49th and Elkhomc. Students and 
faculty have been using the new building 
for a year, but two floods delayed the 
recital hall's opening. 

It's a well-designed space — a high 
ceiling, which makes it seem bigger; 
white walls with warm wood paneling;

Tours of both 
the Fine and Performing Arts Building and 
the new Visual Arts building will feature 
performances by university music and 
dance groups. The formal dedication, by 
ODU President Koch and Dean Burgess, is 
at 8: 1 5. A performance of Professor John 
Davye's new composition. Fanfare for 
Trumpets and Timpani, will top off the 
evening. 

In addition to the recital hall, the Fine 
and Performing Arts Center houses the 
university's music and art history depart- 
ments and dance school. 

"We are in a unique position with re- 
gard to timing," says Lane Dare, Arts 
Marketing Director. "With all of the bud- 
get cuts, we can give back to the commu- 
nity in terms of venue, which is one of 
the hardest things for people to work out 
right now. We can be flexible and that's 
good for everybody in the arts."

A footnote: the ledge/balcony at the 
rear of the recital hall's stage is intended to 
house installation of a major tracker or- 
gan.

Shining Through 
Shines Through 

Melanie Griffith creates her 
strongest characterization to date as hero- 
ine Linda Voss in the highly polished but 
improbable Twentieth Century Fox 
World War II spy thriller. Shining 
Through. The screenplay, by director 
David Seltzer (f.ucas. Punchline), 
works best as a romance film but is too 
contrived to be taken as a serious thriller. 
It succeeds when it concentrates on charac- 
ter; bring your date but don't get bogged 
down in details like facts and probability. 

Griffith plays an inquisitively intelli- 
gent working-class secretary from Queens 
employed by secretive businessman Ed Le- 
land (a macho and inflexible Michael 
Douglas). Using techniques gleaned from 
Hollywood spy films, Voss uncovers Le- 
land's status as a high-ranking government 
intelligence agent, ultimately falling in 
love with him and volunteering for a spy 
mission within Nazi Germany. Sir 
John Gielgud is testy as Konrad 
Friedrichs, Voss' chief German contact. 
Gielgud is underutilb.ed onscreen but well 
supported by Joely Richardson (King 
Ralph, Drowning by Numbers) as Mar- 
grete Von Eberstein, an upperclass Ger- 
man spy who befriends Voss. After Voss 
fumbles her espionage mission, she be- 
comes employed as a nanny by Nazi Offi- 
cer Franze-Otto Dietrich, sympathetically 
underplayed by Liam Neeson 
(Darkman). Voss discovers his important 
Nazi files, photographing them before es- 
caping Germany. Inland ultimately ven- 
tures in to attempt her rescue in an overly- 
dramatic climax. 

Seltzer's sentimental screenplay barely 



escapes becoming downright mushy. He 
exhibits a great understanding of Griffith's 
character, developing her determination and 
hope. But expecting us to suspend our 
disbelief at the situation to this degree is 
hoping for too much. A flashback tech- 
nique moves the plot along, but to no ad- 
vantage as the dramatic ending is weakened 
by our knowing Voss has made it 
tlvough. Add an unsympathetic, stereo- 
typical emotionally-internalized male per- 
formance by Douglas and you'd expect the 
verdict would be to bypass this movie. 
Fortunately, Shining Through overcomes 
these obstacles, producing a character story 
with a satisfying, if somewhat mushy, 
resolution. 

Director of Photography Jan De 
Bont {The Hunt for Red October, Black 
Rain, Die Hard) uses moody lighting and 
actual bombed-out East German buildings 
unchanged since Worid War II, effectively 
creating and building suspense. Costume 
designer Marit Allen (Little Shop of 
Horrors, Mermcuds) exquisitely recreates 
1943 fashions. The look of noticeable dis- 
gust on the faces of hundreds of East Ger- 
man extras costumed as Nazi Storm 
Troopers and waving flags in a parade 
scene was also an interesting contrast 

Shining Through is perfect for an 
evening out with a loved-onc. It drama- 
tizes the hope for love and life within the 
human soul and will leave you feeling 
nice and mushy inside.

Shining Through rates a $$$$ 



Grand Canyon, released by'20th Cen- 
tury Fox, is produced and directed by 
Lawrence Kasdan from a screenplay by 
the director and his wife, Meg Kasdan. 
The Kasdans have written a fast-paced in- 
teresting chronicle with excellent dialogue 
about a group of people from different so- 
cial strata living in contemporary Los An- 
geles. But the focus of the film is the 
mysterious manner in which their lives 
connect, apparently — but maybe not re- 
ally — at random, and the impact they 
have on one another where the course of 
their destinies is changed forever. 

While avoiding metaphysical pompos- 
ity, Grand Canyon juxtaposes the obvious 
chaos of our worid with a kind of karmic 
safety net in which people, even strangers, 
offer an avenue of salvation. It's like the 
continuous assault of a nightmare from 
which one awakens with relief, heart still 
pounding, just before the moment of 
doom. With graphic abandon, the fihn de- 
picts the brutal subsuata of modem urban 
existence and the apparent precariousness 
of life itself through a series of near- 
calamities that occur with harrowing rapid- 
ity. 

The action starts with a dangerous 
scene in which an upscale immigration 
lawyer (Kevin Kline) finds himself 
stranded in a desolate slum area. On the 
verge of being devoured by a gang of ado- 
lescent terrorists, Kline is saved by the ar- 
rival of a tow-truck driver (Danny 
Glover). 

Kline's initial reaction of gratitude to- 
wards Glover's character deepens into a 
drive to benefit him in some 'significant

In the mood for an injection of reality? 
All the fluff currently playing in local the- 
atres have you longing for a story that's 
exciting and disheartening at the same 
time? If this sounds like you, check out 
director Lili Fini Zanuck's W«j/i. 

Zanuck, best known as co-producer 
(with her husband, David) of Driving Miss 
Daisy, makes her directorial debut with 
this intense tale. Based on the autobio- 
graphical novel by Kim Wozencraft, 
and adapted by Pete Dexter, Rush stars 
Jason Patric (The Lost Boys) as Jim 
Raynor, an undercover narcotics detective 
in a small Texas town during the early 
1970s. 

Under the orders of an overly vindictive 
religious-type interim police chief, Raynor 
and his partner (also his lover) Kristen 
Gates (Jennifer Jason Leigh) attempt 
to pin a narcotics charge on a local road- 
house owner and alleged drug dealer 
(Gregg Allman). As the two delve 



way. Their friendship becomes the warp 
and woof of the picture. The Grand 
Canyon becomes the symbol of the benef- 
icent unchanging nature of the universe, 
beside which the futile posturings of de- 
luded humanity have as much substance as 
a faint echo. 

Once again, as it\ The Big Chill and 
Silverado, Kasdan has brought together a 
wonderful ensemble cast, each of whom 
adds to the strength of the whole. Glover 
and Kline both tuni in rich and textured 
performances. 

Mary McDonnell (Dances With 
Wolves), Alfre Woodard and Mary- 
Louise Parker are all excellent. And 
Steve Martin, normally irritating as a 
leading player (including, most recently, 
Father of The Bride), strikes just the right 
note in his satirical role as a fabulously 
successful producer of gruesome action pix 
whose brush with urban terror leads him 
to renounce exploitation forever — tem- 
porarily. 

Incidentally, Grand Canyon is far supe- 
rior to Terry Gilliam's overblpwn epic 
The Fisher King in conveying the alien- 
ation of modem American cities. 

In a way. Grand Canyon is the antithe- 
sis of Kasdan's earlier The Big Chill 
which was about a group of individuals 
forced to the realization that they are alone 
in a blustery world. Here Kasdan is ac- 
knowledging the interdependence of peo- 
ple.

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Generic Theater — Teibele is beau- 
tiful, learned, clever, owns a dry goods 
store and a house, and has no children — 
all in all, quite a catch in a 19th century 
Polish shtetl — but her husband has de- 
serted her, and she cannot remarry without 
proof of his death. Her tale is the subject 
of Teibele and Her Demon, by master sto- 
ryteller Isaac Bashevis Singer and 
Eve Friedman. 

Kathy llmberger gives a tautly con- 
trolled performance as the passionate, frus- 
trated Teibele, desperate enough to court a 
demon in a time when demons and super- 
stitions were as natural a part of the fabric 
of life as electricity is today. Her closest 
friend, the widow Genendel, is portrayed 
by Kathryn Friedman with warmth and 
quiet humor. Their scenes together illu- 
minate friendship. 

Cliff Hoffman's crafty, manipula- 
tive peddler, Menasha, is flashy and slyly 
attractive; drawn to Teibele himself, he 
concocts a way for his friend Alchonon to 
marry her. 

Alchonon is a shlemiel, a mousy 
teacher's assistant and idealistic student of 
the Cabala, the mystical interpretation of 
the Jewish scriptures. He makes love to 
Teibele by posing as a demon, firing her 
flesh and her imagination; yet he cannot 
convince her to love the despised Al- 
chonon. The audience has the opposite 
problem. While Duke Miller is very 
credible as Alchonon, his demon persona 
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falls flat. The physical change works, 
from Alchonon's slow, cautious move- 
ments to the demon's goatish spryness; 
but Miller's verbal delivery has a relentless 
sameness, like a singer with a four-note 
range singing a two-octave song. ' 

Stan Baranowski plays the rabbi a 
little creakily, but with warmth and wis- 
dom. Gibson Towns and Gary 
Welch are the beadles, the latter a whiz 
on the ram's horn. 

Elwood Robinson's set is master- 
ful, instantly involving the audience who 
have to walk through a carved arch, past 
the fountain (which runs with real water) 
and across the straw-strewn paving to get 
to their seats. Teibele's house, bedroom 
and store are artfully combined with con- 
vincing detail. Yet the-set does not over- 
whelm, but serves the play, instilling an 
immediate sense of place and time. Kudos 
to Robinson! 

Bob Nelson's direction brings out 
the characters, and makes excellent use of 
the playing area; his sound and music de- 
sign, with evocative traditional music by 
Ella Naroditskaya, contribute much to 
the ambiance. Aggie Alt's costumes are 
attractive and appropriate.

Williamsburg Players' current produc- 
tion of Andrew Bergman's hysterical 
comedy Social Security is meticulously 
cast, acted, directed and designed, proving 
once more why this company continues to 
be the finest and most professional com- 
munity theatre in Hampton Roads. 

Social Security opens in the upper East 
Side Manhattan apartment of David and 
Barbara Kahn (Jack Tansey and Traci 
Strom), a Yuppified couple who own a 
prestigious avante garde art gallery. Bar- 
bara is anxiously awaiting David's return 
home to break the dreaded news of un- 
wanted visitors — Barbara's uptight older 
sister Trudy (Taylor Evan) and her more 
uptight Chasidic (that's an ultra-religious 
Judaic sect, for the uninformed) accountant 
husband Maftin (Tim Morgan). 

The visitors, God forbid, need to talk 
to Barbara and David about urgent matters 
which include an 18-ycar old daughter now 
living in a menage a trois with two men 
in Buffalo and the unloading of Trudy and 
Barbara's 80-year old mother Sophie (Jo 
Carpenter) on David and Barbara. What 
follows is an examination of intcr-gcnera- 
tional relations and the concepts of love 
and true happiness as interpreted by 
Bergman, the man who originally con- 
ceived and co-wrote Blazing Saddles. 

Under the fast-paced and perfectly-timed 
hand of director Roman Alis, the en- 
semble manages to wring every nuance 
and laugh out of Bergman's script. 

Tansey's performance has got to be 
considered the comedic masterpiece of the 
season. Bergman has written David as the 
ultimate smart-ass, giving him almost ev- 
ery good one-liner and zinger in the script 
Tansey uses them to perfection, under- 
playing with a subtle but biting humor 
that has the audience literally falling out 
of their seats. 

Strom is Tansey's perfect counterpart. 
An excellent straightwoman, she also 
demonstrates a wortderfuUy comedic flair 
as she gels lost in the goings on around 
her. She is also one of the sexiest woman 
to grace an area stage in quite some time.

Her entrance, consisting of 60 seconds or 
so of stretches while dressed in a leotard, 
marks the first time I have witnessed an 
actor who wasn't a "name" star receive an 
ovation before uttering line one. 

Evan and Morgan also turn in fine- 
tuned performances. As the rigid Hey- 
mans, they are self-righteous, anally reten- 
tive and an uproariously funny counterpart 
to their alien relations. Evan has a stilted, 
clipped delivery that is a hoot, while Mor- 
gan is slower, more annoyingly thought- 
ful and deliberate, the more so because the 
character is a know-it-all. 

Carpenter, who could have played So- 
phie as the standard one-dimensional pain- 
in-the-backside kvetching (look it up!) 
Jewish mother, instead creates a three-di- 
mensional human being, full of life and 
more, the desire to continue living. To- 
gether with the delightful John Daly, as 
her 90 year-old paramour, artist Maurice 
Koenig, they teach the younger generation 
a necessary lesson about love and life. 

Tansey, not content with his work on 
stage, has created a beautiful set design, 
perfectly recreating the feel of an upper 
East Side luxury high-rise. The combina- 
tion of acting and design skills are fright- 
ening (for those of us who aspire to this 
kind of diversified talent) and wonderful to 
behold. Rick Hinson's lighting and 
sound design are an appropriate and unob- 
trusive enhancement, as are Linda Pet- 
tett's costume designs (especially Strom's 
leotard.) 

In case the idea has not yet penetrated, 
if you miss this production, you will miss 
what I guarantee will be the comedy high- 
light of this and many other a season. 
Don't do it!

Her "dusting 
away" of the single scene change in Act 
One is an inspired piece of stagecraft that 
draws delighted applause from the audi- 
ence. 

Erin J. O'Brien (Raina) offers a par- 
ticularly effective blend of rhapsodic in- 
genue and manipulating woman which 
succeeds in stirring everyone to mark time 
to her tune, except her "chocolate crcme 
soldier" Captain Bluntschli, played with 
wry vigor by Gary Sloan. His un- 
starched humanity as the engaging profes- 
sional soldier who prefers to carry choco- 
lates rather than bullets in his cartridge 
case melds beautifully with the oafish 
rigidity of Raina's fiance, Sergius (Mark 
Victor.) 

Victor portrays Sergius as an uncom- 
fortable suit of clothes in which someone 
has unwittingly left the hangers.

Howard Witt (PctkofO as the aging 
military commander and alleged master of 
the household is simply hilarious. He 
brings exactly the right combination of 
roaring bombast and unvarnished bewil- 
derment to the pan of a man ill-equipped 
to face the untender mercies of confine- 
ment to home and feminine sensibilities 
in the absence of war. 

The overall richness of the production 
is clearly enhanced by technical contribu- 
tions from Bill Clarke, whose set de- 
sign is crisp and evocative, C and ice 
Cain's beautiful costumes, Mary 
Louise Geiger's thoughtful lighting and 
Pamela Nunnelley's sound design.

Sheraton Dinner Theatre — The 

most interesting thing about Bill 
Daily's sex farce. Lovers Leap is, if you 
close your eyes and listen to the lines 
spoken by the main character, George Far- 
ley, you can hear the speech patterns of 
the former / Dream of Jeannie and Bob 
Newhart Show co-star. 

Daily obviously wrote this show as a 
vehicle for himself. While there are some 
truly funny bits and good laugh lines, 
what Daily forgot to do was write an end- 
ing. It's a problem the cast works hard to 
overcome — trouble is, they frequently 
work too hard. 

The talented David Riggins is per- 
fect casting as the philandering (he hopes) 
George. Unfortunately — especially 
throughout Act I — he pushes, forcing the 
comedy. He lightens up to good effect in 
the second act, but it's not quite enough. 

Mary Christine Danner, as the in- 
tended partner in this ill-fated attempt at 
adultery, gives the standard quality profes- 
sional performance audiences have come to 
expect of her. She, more so than anyone 
in the cast, creates a believable character, 
with deft timing, humor and nuance. 

Bob Williams, as a suicidal neigh- 
bor, overacts enormously and is downright 
annoying in Act I, all the more confusing 
as he becomes a pleasure to watch in Act 
II, becoming belicvably neurotic and won-

derfully comedic. Kim Reynolds 
brings spark, sizzle and life to the one-di- 
mensionally written resident bimbeue. 

Sandy Lawrence as Danner's jealous 
macho spouse makes a brief but memo- 
rable appearance with Williams in one of 
the show's funniest moments. Denise 
Patterson is a little too shrill as 
(surprise!) Riggins' unexpected wife. 

Director Kay Burcher needs to push 
her actors a little harder on timing; there 
are way too many lulls. Even so, the sec- 
ond act gives hope that with a little time 
and a couple of performances under their 
belts, the cast may yet turn this into a fun 
evening. And the Sheraton's now two-for- 
two when it comes to serving a delicious 
dinner.

Transcendent Momix 



Forget everything you have seen — 
Momix will transcend iL 

In an arena that rarely sells out most 
theatrical performances, Momix, the inter- 
nationally acclaimed troupe of dance-illu- 
sionists, proved there is indeed a desire for 
modem dance in Hampton Roads as they 
charmed a capacity crowd at the Virginia 
Beach Pavilion Theatre, Jan. 24. 

The Friday night program of classic 
Momix pieces eloquently blended reality 
and humor as founder/choreographer 
Moses Pendleton's creations took center 
stage. In what can only be called a cele- 
bration of sexuality, Momix offered such 
memorable pieces as Spawning aniVenus 
Envy in which the company's female 
dancers, Kelly Holcombe and Beth 
Starosta, danced sans full leotards. 

In Spawnings, Holcombe and Starosta 
convey a beautiful sense of sexual growth 
from the childlike fancy of riding a hobby 
horse to more adult pleasures, creating a 
non-offensive, extremely humanistic view 
of the human body, poruaying it as a 
thing of beauty. Though Starosta, a 1989 
Julliard graduate, seemed a bit stiff in her 
first appearance, she quickly loosened up 
to accompany newcomer Homer Avila in 
the execuation of Skiva. Moving to the 
rhythms of King Sunny Ade and His 
African Beats, the pair performed on snijfv 
skis, enabling them to acquire extcntions 
and forms otherwise impossible. 

Deserving of special mention is the 
talented Owen Taylor whose competency 



as a dancer is undeniable. He managed to 
blow the audience away with the hip-hop 
stylings of Momix only to switch gears 
for dramatic social commentary in Circle 
Walker. Utilizing a sculpture at once rem- 
inescent of Leonardo da Vinci's The Tru- 
vian Man, Taylor moved in and out of the 
structure with apparent ease, presenting a 
stirring image of man's entrapment within 
his own humanity and the continual 
struggle to free himself. His adeptncss at 
manuevering what appeared to be a sub- 
stantial weight is also a testament to Tay- 
lor's abilities, as well as choreogra- 
pher/designer Alan Boeding's creative ge- 
nius. 

Tidewater Performing Arts Society 
Board of Directors member Robert E. 
Brown appeared during intermission to 
rally support for the arts in Hampton 
Roads. Asking dance lovers to send letters 
to their respective legislators. Brown em- 
phasized the importance of a continued ef- 
fort to keep arts alive in the midst of 
sweeping budgetary reforms. 

An impressive show to be sure, 
Momix brought the crowd to their feet 
during a lengthy standing ovation. The 
four dancers broke into individual jams as 
the Talking Heads' popular tune Burning 
Down the House played as an appropriate 
ending to a monumental evening of mod- 
em dance. Without a doubt, a troupe of 
this caliber should have remained for sev- 
eral shows instead of a one night gig.

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Richard Biffle

Richard Biffle looks like an artist. In fact, he's almost a 
walking stereotype — perfectly coiffed long dark hair, beard 
and soulful eyes combined with his gentle, softly southern ac- . 
cented voice create a wonderful effect. His work is the perfect 
compliment. 

The fantasy figures his imagination creates, the mood his 
beautifuly detailed graphite drawings evoke is at once com- 
pelling and moving. There's a feeling of deep spirituality that 
permeates even his most basic work. All this and he does 
nails too (really, at Shapes Salon in Virginia Beach). 

The 27-year old artist began painting with oils and pastels 
at the age of four. His formal training consists of several 
years at an arts and visual arts school in Atlanta. Otherwise, 
he is primarily self-trained. His work has an otherworldly feel, 
something Biffle attributes to his main influences, author 
J.R.R. Tolkien and fantasy artist Patrick Waldorf. 

"Oh, and my mom," says Biffle. "I also love Van Gogh, 
even though my style has no bearing to his." 

Though the majority of his work has been done in graphite, 
Biffle has recently discovered watercolor and acrylics. "1 love 
graphite because it goes exactly where I want it to and if it 
doesnl, I can erase it. But I'm having a blast with the water- 
color and acrylics, too" 

Whether utilizing colors or the shades of gray found in 
graphite, Biffle's style has a childlike quality that reaches out 
to the viewer. "I think the child in me is expressing himself. 
I still find myself pulled back to a bizarre world of fantasy and 
make believe. I enjoy creating anything imagineabie; fantasy, 
light-hearted, feel-good stuff." 

His aspirations are equally youthful and modest given the 
abundance of talent. "To illusu^te the annual Tolkien calendar 
would make me feel like I have accomplished something." 

Biffle's work has primarily been showcased at outdoor 
venues such as the recent Stockley Gardens Arts Festival. 
Currently, he's keeping a low profile. "I'm being a recluse un- 
til I begin to feel more comfortable with what I'm working 
on," he says referring to the watercolors and acrylics. 

As for the future, Biffle says he just wants to continue ex- 
pressing viliatever feelings stimulate his work. "Emotions, of 
course! That's all I aim for. That and peace, love and jelly- 
beans."

Shelters full, 
the number of 
homeless rising

The people in Virginia Beach 
who work to help the homeless 
bave a major pet peeve in com- 
mon - they cringe when the un- 
knowing think all homeless peo- 
ple are street people, drug addicts 
and mentally retarded folks with- 
out a destination or purpose. 

"I'm getting a pin made up that 
says 'the homeless are us,'" said 
Ellen Cospito-Ferber, director of 
The Samaritan House, which 
runs seven shelters for the home- 
less, including battered women 
and their children, in the city. 

"Homelessness can happen to 
anyone," Cospito-Ferber said. 
"Many of us are two pay checks 
away from being homeless." 

Cospito-Ferber and others who 
work to help the community's 
homeless said the term 
"homeless" is a broad, general 
one. encompassing people in 
many different situations. 

A battered woman is homeless, 
for example, said Kit Tree- Woods 
who works for Samaritan House, 
because she hasn't a safe home in 
which to live. The same goes for 
battered men, battered children, 
runaways from homes where 
physical or verbal abuse is

Homeless people 
at the library 
must follow rules 

Have you ever seen a man or 
woman "hanging out" in a city 
library, with bags brimming over 
with clothes and wondered if he 
or she were homeless? 

Well, according to a library 
spokesman, there's nothing 
wrong with this. Homeless 
people, just like anyone else, are 
free to use the city's public 
libraries as "refugees" of sorts, as 
long as they abide by the rules. 

That means no sleeping, 
eating, drinking, smoking or 
causing disruptions, said Mary 
Appelburg of the Oceanfront 
Library on Arctk; Avenue. 

'There's no lime limit for how 
long a person can stay in the li- 
brary," said Appelburg, "and wc 
don'i object to people bringing in 
their belongings. 

"The library is a nice, quiet 
place to come for many people. 

"We wouldn't know if a perstm 
was homeless or not just by 
looking at them. We see all kinds 
of outfits and things here." 

Appelburg said the Oceanfront 
Library does have some 
"regulars" who hang out for 
lengthy periods of lime, but that 
this not usually a problem.

The city has volumes of studies 
investigating just about every con- 
ceivable way of getting an indepen- 
dent water supply for Virginia 
Beach, short of a devining rod. 

Desalinization of brackish water, 
desalinization of ocean water, deep 
wells, a system of borrow pits . . . 
most of these options were found 
impractical and inferior to with- 
drawing water from Lake Gaston. 
So that's where the city has focused 
its attention. That's not to say the 
city did not continue to look into 
possibilities. 

Just recently the city had consid- 
ered desalinization of brackish well 
water to assure a supply until Lake 
Gaston came on line. Not only 
would the system be expensive, but 
surrounding communities, said 
Public Utilities Director Clarence 
Warnstaff, objected because of the 
possibility that withdrawing water 
from the wells would draw salt wa- 
ter through the aquifer, endangering 
the water supply in other 
communities. 

Councilman John A. Baum said 
that the water problem is a regional 
one, although Virginia Beach has 
been footing the bill for the Lake 
Gaston effort. The city of Chesa- 
peake is sharing the cost, and the 
beneHts, of one-sixth of the water. 

Since the 1980-81 drought. 
Warnstaff said, the U.S. Corps of 



Engineers clearly indicated the need 
for water in the southeastern region. 

Last week, when the public 
speakers addressed the con.servation 
issue, one speaker, Lou Pace, of 
Hunt Club Forest, suggested that 
the city look into recycled water 
from the Hampton Roads sanitation 
system. Pace did not find the 
conservation measures the right an- 
swer. He also suggested 
desalinization. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that even if the city could desalini'/.c 
salt water, the cost of water would 
be four to .seven times what it is 
today. 

Councilman James W. Brazier 
Jr., however, liked the recycling 
idea. He said that he diought it was 
a good suggestion and, in fact, that 
he was getting information on the 
process. 

Rae LeSesne, president of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, said that 
the city cannot continue to make 
exceptions, but that he could not 
see much savings in water conser- 
vation at libraries. Golf Courses - 
that's something else. He said that 
pressure should be put on the Slate 
to help the city in its Lake Gaston 
Project. 

The way the ordinance looks to 
him, said Brazier, if existing golf 
courses have to be watered, some- 
body's going 10 have to do it wiUi a 
(hree-gallon bucket. 

Anthony Sancilio, a partner in 
the Courthouse Estates housing 
project in the city's southern part, 
said that his property will again 
hear the brunt of city action. The

Ellen Cospito-Ferber of the Samaritan House said many of us 
arc two pay checks away ft-om being homeless. Scary thought. 

But she's right. When we talk about the homeless, we're not 
just talking about the drunk guys passed out on public benches, 
empty bottles of Mad Dog 20/20 in their folded arms. 

Myth number one - most homeless are drunks or have mental 
disorders. Cospito-Ferber said that though substance addiction 
and mental retardation and other mental disorders are common 
among some homeless people, they are not the norm, 
particulariy these days, with the economy the way it is. Many of 
the homeless families she works to help were once middle class, 
even recentiy middle class, she said. 

Those of us who have homes are lucky. Those of us who 
have family and friends to give us places to stay when we're in a 
pmch have something that many don't. We shouldn't take this 
for granted. — K.L.H.

-voluntarily

Most people who go to jail go 
against their will. They are either 
in custody awaiting a hearing, or 
being incarcerated as punishment 
for breaking the law. 

But three days a week during the 
school year, high school govern- 
ment students "go to jail" voluntar- 
ily as the final stop on their Day-in- 

Court Tour, 
sponsored by 
the Virginia 
Beach Court 
Docent Pn^ram 
(VBCDP). 
After all, jail is 
often the final 
Slop in the 
judicial process. 
Our city jail, 
euphemistically 
named the 
Correctional 
Facility, is 
managed by an 
elected official, 
Sheriff Frank 
Drew. It houses 
inmates await- 
ing trial, inmates 
serving state sentences of 12 
months or less, or inmates awaiting 
transfer to a state penitentiary. 

Being arrested means simply be- 
ing held to answer in court for 
breaking the law. Being put in jail 
is actually a kind of punishment, 
although nobody is supposed to be 
punished until after he has been 
tried and found guilty. That is why 
our system of justice provides ways 
to get out of jail while awaiting 
trial. 

If a person is considered a good 
risk, he may be released simply on 
his pcrsonaLrccogni/.ancc, his 
promise to appear in court. Others 
may be released under certain pre- 
scribed conditions, or they may be 
sent somewhere else for help^ 
When a person is arrested, he is en- 
titled to a bond hearing. If the 
magistfaie determines a personal 
recognizance bond is appropriate, 
he sets the amount. 

The person can then post bail by 
putting up money or property as a 
guarantee that he will appear in 
court. If he cannot post a cash or 
prQi^r^y bpnd, he may use the !W- 
vices of a professional bdndsman. 
If still unable U) make bond, he will 
appear in the general district court 
for arraignment the first day of 
court following the arrest. 

If there is to be a trial, it is up to 
the commonwealth's attorney to 
prove the allegations against the ac- 
cused, and the person on trial is 
entitled to an attorney. If he cannot 
afford one, the court will appoint 
one, usually from the Public De- 
fender's Office. 

The basic punish- 
ments are losing property 
(paying a fine) and/or losmg free- 
dom (being imprisoned). The 
judge will consider whether the 
person has broken the law before or 
if he is a risk to society. Some-

times, the person is sentenced to 
join a program to help him slop 
breaking the law. 

Visiting the correctional facility 
and, understanding its role in the ju- 
dicial process is assuredly a lesson 
in crime prevention. On a recent 
tour, our guide at the jail was Cor- 
poral Clara Camp of the Classifica- 
tion Section. She pointed out that 
our city jail was built to house 168 
inmates, but the jail population that 
day was 617! At least 100 prison- 
ers are sleeping on the floor. 

This over-crowded condition cre- 
ates other problems as well. Ac- 
cording to Colonel Alvin Rodges, 
chief deputy, it is not practical to 
move all of the prisoners back and 
forth three limes a day for meals. 
There is not enough room for all to 
be seated at one serving, so a num- 
ber of changes have had to be made 
to accommodate this problem. 

The students were visibly shaken 
where they saw the barren holding 
cells, containing only a cot, sink 
and toilet. But the young people 
expressed surprise when they saw 
private telephones in these cells. I, 
loo, wondered why these were in- 
stalled a year or so ago; but with 
the overcrowding, there would be a 
security problem taking inmates out 
of Uieir cells to make telephone 
calls. Those held in these icmpo- 
rary cells are limited lo local calls, 
and telephone numbers for local 
bondsman are posted on the wall 
opposite the cells. 

The hollow clanging of the 
slamming of the cell door was an 
appropriate way to close the tour, 
liial sound lingered in one's mind, 
as we walked to the exit. The stu- 
dents wailed quietly for the 
electfonically controlled door to the 
lobby to be opened. When they 
were free to leave the jail, there 
was an almost audible sigh of 
relief. 

In my opinion, the VBCDP has 
been exceedingly effective in pro- 
viding law-related education. I 
firmly believe that most of the 
young people who participate in 
these day-in-court tours will think 
twice before committing an unlaw- 
ful act After going to jail, few will 
choose to return.

lor, said it's difficult to keep track 
of who is helping the city's 
homeless because so many do 
help. The cily has contracts with 
agencies to provide services to 
the homeless and allocates fed- 
eral, state and city money to 
them! 

The Samaritan House, for 
example, receives one-third of its 
funding from public money 
(federal, slate and city), one-third 
from the United Way and one- 
third from [jrivaie donations. 

Whatever money il has, it 
uses. Cospito-Ferber said. 
Samaritan House sheliws provide 
people not just with beds, but 
also widi food, diapers, shampoo, 
aspirin, hairspray, medications 
and other items. 

"Diapers put us into 
bankruptcy," she said. 

Cospilo-Ferbcr said many of 
the homeless she works to help 
never have been "street people," 
but at the VGA's winter shelter, 
many are. 

"If you use the term homeless, 
you could mean just about any- 
one at sometime in tteir life," 
she said. 

VOA's winter shel- 
ter program works on a 
rotational basis, where single 



homeless people arc given a place 
to stay in one of 26 different 
churches. Debbie Maloney of 
VGA said the program is usually 
full, and is worked on a first- 
come first-serve basis. Homeless 
individuals meet at 253 Ships 
Lane off Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard at a soup kilchen run by the 
Virginia Beach Christian Out- 
reach Group at 7 p.m., and as 
many as can be taken in are taken 
to that night's shelter in a bus. 
Call 422-0778 to find out more 
about the program. People cannot 
be intoxicated to the point of 
disruption or carrying weapons, 
alcohol or drags. 

Samaritan House has 

six "general" shelters for 
homeless families, plus a 
transition house, where two 
selected families can live up to 
nine months. Call 430-2120 
first thing in the mwning, after 9 
a.m., to try and reserve a space 
for a family for that evening. 
The shelters are four-bedroom 
homes, where one family stays in 
each room.

The challenges facing all of us 
include, educational impoverish- 
ment, unwed motherhood, 

unaffordable 
health care, 
' unemployment, 
effective youth 
services, 
unaffordable 
and substandard 
housing, 
blighted and

nized neighbor- 
hoods, crime, 
drug abuse, and 
the need for 
citizen em- 
powcrmenL 

I feel that one 
of the best ways 
lo improve our 
quality of life is to begin by 
working together (police, local 
government, .schools, private 
business and citizens) in develop- 
ing viable alternatives on behalf of 
our children and families. 

In joining forces wiih each other, 
the focus extends to community 
awareness, community involve- 
ment, and ownership of the prob- 
lems and .solutions by all of us. 
Citizens arc now more concerned 
than ever about what happens in 
their neighborhoods and what im- 
pacts iheir quality of life. Com- 
munities are coming together by 
getting involved in doing what is 
necessary to improve local quality 
of life - relying less on government 
- and doing more themselves. 

A shining example of this type of 
partnership is the Neighborhood 
Service Delivery Coordination 
Committee (referred to as the NS- 
DCC). The NSDCC was created to 
enhance municipal service delivery 
in targeted high-risk communities. 
The NSDCC is comprised of repre- 
sentatives from Parks and Recre- 
ation, Housing, Agriculture, City 
Manager's Office, Libraries, 
Mental Health and Substance 
Abuse, Social Services, Police, 
Schools, Public Health, Fire 
Prcvcniion, and Juvenile Courl 
Services. The committee provides 
a comprehensive network of 
community-based .services and 
crime prevention strategies and 
activities to complement Ihe efforts 
of "community policing." 

Commimity policing 

is an interactive process between 
police officers assigned to specific 
communities and Ihe citizens that 
either work or reside within the 
community. Together, they 
mutually identify problems and 
concerns and assess viable solu- 
tions by providing available 
resources from the police depart- 
ment, human service agencies and 
the community. Emphasis is 
plac^ on preventing problems/ 
crimes by combining efforts and 
resources. 

This joint partnership between 
community police officers and city 
human services staff, the NSDCC, 
provides the necessary frameworic 
for community rehabilitation. Sev- 
eral communities have been able to 
establish Neighborhood Assistance 
Service Delivery Annex (NASDA) 
Offices, donated by the manage- 
ment and/or homeowner. 

NASDA offices are used by the 
community police officers, munici- 
pal staff, and residents. Tbey allow 
greater access for residents and 
businesses to coordinate efforts 
with the police (dicers. Already, 
we can s^ where the efforts of tlw 
NSDCC have benefitted the high- 
risk neighborhoods being served. 
Lighting has been improved, alleys 
have been cleaned up, open air 
drug markets have been shut down 
and n^idenis have begun to engage

not comfortable in making a state- 
ment. 

Councilman John A. Baum said 
that he, too, had not heard much 
about the idea. 

"I don't care one way or the 
other," said Baum. 'The object is 
to gel any source of revenue we can 
get for the city." 

Councilman Robert W. Clybum 
said he remembers when there was a 
dog racetrack in Moyock, N.C. 

"It would definitely be a tourist 
draw and from that standpoint it 
would be an interesting addition to 
the area," said Clybum. 

Clyburn said he had read some 
published articles on racing dogs 
that had been euthanized. 

"I certainly don't like the whole- 
sale slaughter of animals," said 
Clybum, and addeS that he realizes 
that at times it must be done. 

"I'm not a real advocate of gam- 
bling," said Clybum. 

He said he would like to see a 
referendum to determine the general 
opinion of Virginia Beach residents. 

"If the general public is in favor 
of it, I certainly would be in favor 
of it, too," said Clyburn. "It 



doesn't look very favorable at this 
time." 

Clyburn suggested that Holland 
may just be "batting the idea 
around" by introducing a bill. 

Fentress said he thought it would 
N" carried over in the General As- 
sembly. 

If the idea reaches Virginia Beach 
voters, however, Councilman 
James W. Brazier, Jr. said it would 
not be an easy battle.

Cooinciiman Paul J. Lanteigne 
said he sees no advantage to the 
Virginia Beach community if a dog

track was built, and is therefore not 
in favor of it. 

"I don't think it would attract the 
family-type tourist we've always 
said we've been interested in," said 
Lanteigne. 

Lanteigne said that although a 
dog track could potentially bring 
revenue to the city, there are several 
things with that potential. 

"There are people that say if there 
were a toxic waste dump site we 
would bring in a lot of revenue, 
too, but I don't think that's what we 
should do." 

None of the councilmen inter- 
viewed knew of any advocates other 
than Holland. 

In order for a dog racetrack to be 
considered in Virginia Beach, a ref- 
erendum would need to be approved 
by voters in May.

Courthouse Estates land was down- 
zoned by the city. The downzoning 
was later overturned in court. He 
said that the development should 
have an exemption because it would 
have had an approved plat years ago 
except for the legal actions.

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Other water options 
not as attractive 
as Lake Gaston plan

After years of unbridled growth 
which transformed a small beach 
resort and a mostly rural commu- 
nity into the state's biggest city, 
the day of reckoning has come to 
Virginia Beach. 

Its nemesis: water, or the lack of 
it - the same problem that regions 
all over the country are facing in 
varying degrees. 

Unfortunately, Virginia Beach, 
which has been looking for a solu- 
tion to its water problem almost 
since the city was formed in 1963, 
has been prevented from achieving 
what it considered the most rational 
and economic solution - piping 
water from Lake Gaston. 

Its chief adversary, the state of 
North Carolina, aided by. conserva- 
tion and environmental groups that 
believe that water withdrawal from 
the lake would hurt the area envi- 
ronmentally. 

As a result, the Lake Gaston 
project, which was to answer the 
city's and some of the surrounding 
arcasi' needs for water for 20 or 25 
years more, has been held up by 
litigation for 10 years. The water 
supply, which was to have been 
available by the middle of this 
decade at die latest, has been delayed 
for as much as another six years, 
provided Virginia Beach wins the 
remaining court battles. 

Virginia Beach, which gets all of 
its city water from Norfolk and 
whose resources have become in- 
creasingly strained, last week unan- 
imously selected the only appar- 
ently viable options - mandatory 
water conservation measures and a 
halt on v»ater connections. 

The choices were obviously so 
limited that even the builders, de- 
velopers and other businesses that 
stand to lose so much did not object 
to the new rules, but only wanted 
to know how they would be af- 
fected, how they could complete 
started projects, and how U»cy could 
continue to .stay in business. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that the city's goal is to reduce 
I water consumption by 10 percent. 
He also said that the interim pro- 
gram provided in the ordinance ap- 
proved last week was designed to 
help builders and developers get 
over the transition period wiUi as 
few problems as possible. He em- 
phasized that not every eventuality 
was considered, but that some ex- 
emptions will be made, cases will 
be considered individually and an 
appeals process will be available. 

Council also added a priviso that 
appeals will have to be considered 
within two weeks. 

In addition to the construction 
industry, the swimming pool and 
landscaping industries will be seri- 
ously affected by the conservation 
measures. Builders wondered how 
diey were going to comply with the 
city's landscaping ordinances and 
conservation ordinance at the same 
time. 

The conservation measures do 
not apply to users of groundwater. 
However, the city is supporting 
legislation in the General Assembly 
which would give the city authority 
to mandate the same conservation 
measures for groundwater as it does 
for city water. 

The conservation 
measures are compared to 

measures enacted in 1980-81 to 
offset the consequences of a severe 
drought The public utilities direc- 
tor said that in 1980 the city had 
59,000 water connections, where in 
1991 it had 1 10,000. 

This time the city's dry spell will 
have to wait, not for the end of a 
drought, but for the realization of 
the Lake Gaston pipeline. 

The city of Norfolk last year ad- 
vised Virginia Beach that the city 
should restrict its water use to no 
more dtan 30 mgd (million gallons 
a day). The city already exceeds 
that; it draws 32 mgd. 

The Norfolk system provides 
water to its own citizens, Virginia 
Beach, ail the military installations 
in Noiifolk and Virginia Beach, and 
part of Chesapeake. Chesapeake, 
likewise, was notified by Virginia 
Beach that jt should reduce its use 
of Norfolk water. That system in- 
creased use of water from its own 

Northwest River system to meet 
that request. 

In 1990 the total ^mand on the 
Norfolk system was 86 mgd. 

Following the 1980-81 drought, 
Virginia Beach acquired five emer- 
gency welU in western jurisdic- 
tims. The city has limited ri^ta to 
tbeat wdls, said Wamstitff, becaise 
they are owned by the host 
juiiidictions and the remwal of the 
conmcts are iK>t autonutic. Also. 



under the city's contract with Nor- 
folk, Virginia Beach receives only 
surplus water. 

Under the ordinance adopted last 
week, prohibited uses of water in- 
clude: 

• Watering of shrubbery, trees, 
lawn, grass, plants or other vegeta- 
tion, except from a watering can or 
other container not exceeding three 
gallons in capacity. 

• Washing automobiles, trucks, 
trailers or any type of mobile 
equipment except in facilities oper- 
ating wiUi a water recycling system 
approved by the city, or except 
from a bucket or other contmner not 
exceeding diree gallons in ctqncity. 

• Washing of sidewalks, streets, 
driveways, parking areas, service 
station aprons, exteriors of homes, 
apartments, commercial or indus- 
trial buildings or any other outdoor 
surface except from a bucket or 
other container not exceeding three 
gallons in capacity. 

• The operation of any ornamen- 
tal fountain or other suucture mak- 
ing a similar use of water. 

• The filling of swimming or 
wading pools or the refilling of 
swimming or wading pools which 
are drained after the effective date of 
theoder. 

• The use of water fix)m fire hy- 
drants for any purpose other than 
necessary governmental operations. 

• Serving of drinking water in 
restaurants, cafeterias or any other 
establishment, unless requested by 
die individual being served. 

The ordinance also suspends 
mandatory connections to the pub- 
lic water supply system and would 
overrule any other city ordinance in 
conflict with die conservation ordi- 
nance. 

Connection to the water system 
will be permitted where construc- 
tion plans for a water distribution 
system serving a development have 
been approved or or before April 
30, if the plans are submitted on or 
before Feb. 28 and are part of a de- 
velopment that has an approved 
preliminary subdivision plat and the 
construction of the water distribu- 
tion system serving the develop- 
ment begins or is bonded by April 
30. 



Exempted from the prohibition 
on new connections are existing 
lots, abutting a city water main 
where the owner or his predecessor 
has directly participated in paying 
the cost of constructing the main. 

Also: 

• Lots where die proposed devel- 
opment is part of an approved site 
plan or an approved preliminary 
subdivision plat where consu-uction 
of the water distribution system has 
begun or is bonded. 

• Publicly-funded residential 
neighborhood water projects where 
distribution systems arc complete 
or have begun. 

• Public and other schools, pub- 
lic facilities for police, fire protec- 
tion and emergency medical services 
and facilities for public service 
companies. 

• Residential neighborhoods 
served by privately-owned water 
systems. 

• Undeveloped lots created prior 
to the adoption of the ordinance 
with a valid building permit. 

The city also will defer 10 
neighborhood water projects in the 
second five years of the 10-year 
Capital Improvement Program. 

The city will have to consider a 
more stringent conservation pro- 
gram unless the water demand is 
reduced 10 percent, the number of 
new connections held down to 
5,000, the Lake Gaston Project is 
operation in four years, and Norfolk 
docs not lower the 30 mgd 
(exclusive of drought reductions) 
limitation. 

This all means that the situation 
could get much worse before it gets 
beuer. 

Councilman Will Sessoms, who 
had to leave die meeting before the 
vote, said that he supported the 
conservation measures. 

Councilman James W. Brazier, 
Jr., said that he supported the mea- 
sures with reservations. He said diat 
the questions, on pools had not been 
answered and dial somediing should 
have been done a long time ago. 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne 
said diat while he supported the or- 
dinance also, he had concerns that 
die city is not doing all it could to 
conserve water in public buildings.

The transfer of the $100,000 
from the Water and Sewer Fund 
Reserve for contingencies to the 
Department of Public Utilities was 
approved by a vole of 7-3, with 
Brazier, Paul J. Lanteigne and Reba

sent. 



Council votes down plan to allow

Bubba Dickinson's 
mother wishes bill 
had come up sooner

Belinda Dickinson believes if a 
proposed "stalking" law before the 
General Assembly had been in ef- 
fect several years ago, her three- 
year-old son might be alive today. 

Dickinson, a 28-year-old Virginia 
Beach resident, wanted to leave her 
abusive former boyfriend many 
times before he killed little Michael 
Wayne "Bubba" Dickinson, but he 
threatened to kill her, Bubba and her

two other children if she did. 

If she left him, he said he'd be 
right around the comer, watching 
and waiting for a time to strike, and 
she believed there'd be nothing she 
could do to slop him. 

The law, which recently passed 
in the House of Delegates, would 
have given Dickinson some legal 
ground on which to stand. It would 
make stalking a misdemeanor or, 
on a first conviction, punishable by 
up to a year in jail and a $2,500 
fine. A second'conviclion would be 
a felony, carrying up to a five-year 
jail sentence. 

Another similar bill passed re- 
cently by the Senate makes repeated 
stalking punishable by up to 10 
years. 

Her boyfriend, now serving lime 
for the murder of Bubba, the 
Chesapeake boy found stuffed in a 
tool box in the Dismal Swamp in 
March of 1989, qualified as a 
stalker the few limes Dickinson 
u-ied to get away. Bui full of fear 
lacking legal backing, she had 
slopped trying. i 

The bill defines a stalker as one

who causes ongoing emotional dis- 
tress or makes one afraid of injury 
or death. 

Stalkers, according to 
Kit Tree-Woods, who 

coordinates women's services for 
the Samaritan House, a Virginia 
Beach shelter for battered women, 
are usually former abusive spouses 
or boyfriends, and are usually male. 
Stalkers, like Dickinson's cx- 



ooy friend, wait outside their girl- 
friend's or spouse's workplaces, 
follow them to and from work and 
on errands, watch ihem through 
windows of their homes, leave 
ihem notes, call ihem repeatedly, 
and, said Tree-Woods, generally 
make the "victim's" life a'night- 
marc. 

They live in constant fear, she 
said, and up until now, can do little 
about it. Even with court protective 
orders, peace bonds or "no contact" 
orders, no charges can be filed 
against stalkers in many cases. 

Following someone to work and 
watching them, waiting outside 
their homes and similar actions are 
not considered criminal acts. And 
these court orders are commonly 
violated, Trec-Wo(xls .said. 

She believes if stalkers faced jail 
senicnccs and fines, that many 
would be deterred. And, she said, 
many instances ol actual abuse 
would be stopped, since victims 
could Slop ihc stalking before it re- 
sulted in violence. 

Tree- Woods said stalkers have an 
obsession with power and control. 
She said most of the battered

Old Donation sixth-graders initiate state 
legislation; mayor proclaims Toy Safety Day

The students, ages 11 and 12, have been taken seriously by 
the Virginia Beach City Council and state and federal 
legislators. 

The students are hoping that when these bills become law, 
which they believe will happen, that toy manufacturers and 
parents will take the issue seriously as well. 

The federal bill promotes the explanation of a toy's hazards. 

Ilie students are concerned with the safety hazanls caused by 
some toys, and have written letters and made speeches to 
promote the bill. 

One of the main concerns of some of the students is that 
balloons are not legally considered toys, and therefore do not 
require a label stating dangers to young children. 

Balloons can choke children if consumed before inflation or 
if the balloon pops. String, which is often used to anchor a 
helium balloon, has been known to strangle or choke children. 

Between 1989 and 1990, 12 children died from choking on 
balloons. Other toys causing choking deaths include marbles, 
building toys, bells and ribbons from toys, chalk and small 
figures. These students have taken a stand against death or 
injury from toys. Perhaps the government will help make their 
efforts a law. — M.J.R. 



Obemdorf faces tough battle

Law-related education usually fo- 
cuses on the criminal/civil justice 
system. Naturally, students and the 
general public are most interested in 
observing the adversary process of a 
trial by court or jury. Often over- 
looked is the mediation process as a 
way to resolve 
civil conflicts. 
According 
to a recent re- 
port, conflict 
resolution by 
mediation is 
taking place in 
neighborhood 
justice centers 
in cities 
throughout the 
country. How- 
ever, in talking 
with the ad- 
ministrator of 
the Norfolk- 
Portsmouth 
Bar Associa- 
tion, 1 leimed 
that this is not 

happening in 

our area, which is served by 1 ,600 at- 
torneys. When the bar sponsored a 
conflict resolution seminar a few 
years ago, less than a dozen attorneys 
attended. 

With over-burdened courts, more 
and more citizens in other parts of the 
country are turning to this non- 
adversarial method in which a se- 
lected judge is the mediator. In this 
system, the plaintiff and defendant 
are called "disputants." The media- 
tot's role is not to make a decision in 
the case, but to help the disputants 
reach a solution. 

First the mediator ex- 
plains that the two parties will 
make their own agreement, but must 
not interrupt each other during the 
process. Then, he asks each dispu-

races held on that particular day. 
The race is projected on a large 
screen and people may place bets on 
diese races. 

Mamoudis said there are still 
several Uiings that must happen 
before a racetrack can come to 
Portsmouth. 

"First, the investors would have 
to be solidified," said Mamoudis. 

Mamoudis said William Camp, 
Jr. of Suffolk and two other in- 
vestors he would not name are pre- 
pared to Hnancially back a raceU'ack 
in Portsmouth, which could cost 
about $50 million. 

"I'm working with one of the 
older proponents of horse racing," 
said Mamoudis, 

Mamoudis said that although 
others may be considering m in- 
vestment in a horse racetrack. 
Camp has been interested for a 
number of years. 

"I do know Mr. Camp has had 
his finger on die pulse of this for a 
long time," said Mamoudis. "If it 
was explored before, it would not 
have been a viable situation." 

As public interest has sparked 
over a potential racetrack in 
Portsmouth, a 623-acre parcel of 
industrial-zoned land in West Nor- 
folk, owned by Cox Enterprises of 



Atlanta, has been repeatedly dis- 
cussed as a prime location for a 
tiwk. 

Mamoudis said that negotiations 
have not yet begun with Cox. 

"You have to look at it like 
you're going to buy a house," said 
Mamoudis. 

The Cox property, according to a 
previous interview with James 
Smith of Harvey Lindsay Real Es- 
tate Corporation, is valued at ap- 
proximately $25 million. Smith 
said Cox would like to sell the par- 
cel in one piece, not several. 

"If the price isn't right, we won't 
put it there," said Mamoudis. 
"Right now, the Cox property is 
die property we would like to have 
to put a yack there. 

Before Mamoudis and Camp can 
make definite plans, Portsmouth 
voters must first pass a referendum 
in the May 5 general election al- 
lowing pari-mutuel wagering in the 
city. 

The recently passed 

state law, which took two' 
months to wade through legislative 
procedure, would need to be signed 
by Governor Douglas Wilder before 
it goes into effect on July 1 . 

"If he doesn't sign it, he'll be in 
trouble with the Hampton Roads 
community," said Mamoudis. 



Mamoudis said Wilder originally 
built the State Racing Commis- 
sion, which must follow stringent 
regulations, with the intent of 
bringing horse racing to Virginia.

beacli, catching our breath, and 
these two little kids cam up and 
were asking Scott about the 
boards," said Kelbaugh. 

Kelbaugh said he became bored, 
and decided to skimboard some 
more. 

"I remember turning and running 
toward the waves to skimboard," 
said Kelbaugh. "I threw my board 
down to jump on it." 

In the sport, it is frequent to run 
in shallow water, holding the 
^imboard waist high, then throw- 
ing the board onto the water and 
jumping on it. The person then 
rides a wave until it crests, some- 
times doing a flip off the board, 
landing in deeper water. 

"I saw a wave," said Kelbaugh. 
"I hit it like I was going to do a 
flip. It didn't flip me all the way." 

Kelbaugh was coming down to 
the water, and put his hands out to 
break his fall. 

"Next thing I remember, my 
arms collapsed and I hit the tx)t- 
tom," said Keltough. ^'Xhco UeU 
my head hit the bottbrir real rarar 

He vfM'Vace^wn' in the water, 
still conscious. 

"I instantly held my breath and I 
recall trying to turn over, but 1 
could see my arms hanging in front 
of me," said Kelbaugh. 

Kelbaugh said he u-ied to turn 
over, but his body refused to move. 

"I could feel the waves washing 
over my back," said Kelbaugh. "1 
could see the bottom." 

Kelbaugh lay motionless, in 
three feet of water, hoping his 
roommate would come to his aide. 

Scott pulled him out of the water 
onto the shore. Kelbaugh said he 
was dizzy, his vision blurred. 

"I remember telling him I was 
having a hard time breathing and 1 
couldn't move," said Kelbaugh. "1 
heard my roommate yelling for 
someone to do CPR." 

"The last thing I remember, is he 
gave me two breaths, and I blacked 
out," said Kelbaugh. 

The next time Kelbaugh woke 
up, he was in an ambulance. He 
was taken to Virginia Beach Gen- 
eral Hospital. 

After Kelbaugh left 
Viiginia Beach General. 

he went to Lake Taylor Nursing 
Home in Norfolk, Woodrow Wil- 
son vocational school for account- 
ing and then lived in Farmville, 
Va., with a friend's parents. Kel- 
baugh moved to Sentara Nursing 
Center last February. 

Kelbaugh has a bruised spinal 
chord. He has feeling in his arms 
and legs, "but not enough to do 
anything." He can bend his knees 
and wiggle his toes when in bed. 



but movement is limited in his 
wheelchair. 

There is a box with a joystick 
that sits on his chest. He uses his 
chin to operate direction of the 
chair. 

Kelbaugh received his present 
motorized wheelchair while he was 
at Woodrow Wilson. The chair was 
measure for support, not length. 

"They hadn't planned' on me get- 
ting fat," said Kelbaugh, who finds 
breathing difficult because his ribs 
are snug against the chair's arms. 
At first he weighed 165 pounds, 
then dropped to 115. He now 
-^W^IgtK t48 pounds'With a 6-foot 2- 
inch frame. 

Kelbaugh said his neck muscles 
have stretched out from using the 
joystick device for two years, caus- 
ing him to slouch. 

Shanley is trying to help Kel- 
baugh got a new wheelchair, and 
has started a "wheelchair fund." 

The wheelchair she has in mind 
uses a sip and puff device. It uses 
an air tube which, when air is 
blown in or drawn out, allows the 
user to direct the chair. 

"He has been uncomfortable in 
his chair for so long," said Shanley. 

A new chair would cost about 
$10,000. depending on how much 
of his current chair is used to re- 
build a new one. 

"If the community would come 
together as a whole, we could 
probably give him a better chance 
to get what he needs," said Shanley. 

Kelbaugh said this project is 
Shanley s idea, because she used to 
work with him at Sentara on a part- 
time basis. 

"1 don't have any access to the 
money," said Kelbaugh. 

In the future, Kelbaugh hopes to 
go to the Virginia Home in Rich- 
mond, a special center for patients 
like Kelbaugh. 

He hopes to get a job doing ac- 
counting, working from a computer 
out of the center.

According lo Mamoudis, those 
who spoke out against ihc bill and 
the evils of gambling at the hearing 
were chiefly ministers. 

"I bit my tongue," said 
Mamoudis. "When I think of 
bingo, I think of churches." 

Mamoudis explained that, in his 
opinion, bingo is a form of gam- 
bling as well. He said that al- 
though. horse racing involves gam- 
bling, it cannot breed corruption 
because of the racing commission's 
watchful eye. 

"If I'm involved, it will not hap- 
pen," said Mamoudis. "I don't 
know how it could be corrupt." 

If all state and local legislation 
for a racetrack are approved, a |ho- 
posal must be submitted to the 
commission which describes the 
land, investors and plans for the 
track. 

"It's all iffy until they hit that 
last button," said Mamoudis. 

If all of Mamoudis and 

Camp't plans fall into place, 
Mamoudis said ttiat optimistically, 
he would expect horse racing in 
Portsmouth in the summer of 
1993. 

Why ftjrtsmouth? 

"Tfw people of Portsmouth de- 
serve it," said Mamoudis. "They've 
done a lot of things to get this. 
They've jerked on a lot of chains to 
get this (legislation) through. If 
I've got anything to do with it, 
we're going to put it in 
POftsmouth." 

There are six municipalities in 
Virginia who have alr^y i^^xoved 
pari-mubKl bming. 

Mamoudis said that none of 



ihem, for one reason or another, are 
prime candidates. He used New 
Kent County as an example. 

"They obviously are 1 50 percent 
behind it," .said Mamoudis. 

The problem, according to 
Mamoudis, is location. New Kent 
County has offered 300 free acres to 
any investor who will build a race- 
track on il. 

"The land is free because it's out 
in ihe middle of nowhere," said 
Mamoudis. 

He .said that a g(x)d population 
draw would have to come from as 
far away as Richmond for a 
racetrack to make a profit in New 
Kent County. 

As a result, the population of 
Hampton Roads makes Portsmouth 
a likely candidate. 

Mamoudis said that if 
Portsmouth hosts the track, there 
would be many changes made to the 
area which would create added tax 
revenue for the city. 

"We're building a little city 
thcre^" said Mamoudis, "There's 
going to be A impact, there's no 
doabt about it.'' ' 

Tax revenue for the city, accord- 
ing to Mamoudis, could range from 
$10 to $15 million, bul cannot be 
specifically pinpointed. 

"I don'i know how anybody can 
put a figure on it," he said, 

A track could seat about 1 5,000, 
but b^ause many people stand up 
while watching racking, Mamoudis 
says to judge a facility's size by 
this is a "false barometer." 

With development of a facility 
would also come conversion of 
farms to service horses, antl rc/on- 
ing of industrial -zoned land to 
commercial status. 

"There will be a time when cv- 
eryihing will fall into place," said 
Mamoudis.

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drop test and twist test. The toys 
are considered dangerous if they 
fall apart or have sharp points 
that could injure a child. 

One doll the students tested 
was broken into several pieces 
after the students played with it 
for 15 minutes. Although the 
doll is recommended for children 
ages four and up, the students 
said it should be changed to age 
five or six years and up. 

Under Stamm's direction, the 
siude^s have written letters to 
Virginia Beach City Council 
members and slate and national 
legislators. 

Vice-Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
sponsored the students at a City 
Council meeting, where a 
proclamation was made declaring 
Feb. 4 as Toy Safety Day. 



The mayor's proclamation 
reads as follows: 

Whereas: Many children suffer 
needless toy-related injuries and 
sometimes even death as a result 
of the improper use of some 
toys: 

Whereas: Uninformed parents 
need to become informed as to 
the possible danger of certain 
toys that may be inappropriate 
for their children; 

Whereas: Increased public 
awareness to potential toy hazards 
is an important step in prevent- 
ing such deaths and injuries; and. 

Whereas: Mrs. Carolyn 
Stamm's sixth-grade students at 
Old Donation Center for the 
Gifted and Talented have address 
the important issue of toy safety 
through research, performing toy 
safety skits for preschool-aged 
children, preparation of informa- 
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tional brochures of parents, and 
reviewing appropriate revisions 
to state licensing standards for 
day care centers with the State's 
Child Day Care Center Council. 

Now, therefore, I Meyera E. 
Oberndorf, mayor of the city of 
Virginia Beach, Virginia, do 
hereby proclaim Feb. 4, 1992, as 
Toy Safety Day and all upon all 
citizens to recognize the impor- 
tance of protecting young chil- 
dren from possible injury due to 
misuse of toys. 

Leo Wardup, a member of the 
state General Assembly, woriced 
with the students to propose a 
toy safety bill in the state 
legislature which, at time of a 
press deadline, passed unopposed 
in the House of Delegates and 
was waiting approval in the Sen- 
ate. 

The amendment requires that 
"the commissioner shall 
immediately issue a public notice 
warning the public retail sellers 
and distributors upon determina- 
lioh that af spetiificf tOy re^rtiftd'to ' 
the Center for Health Statistics 
pursuant to Section 32.1 to 
276.1 poses an immediate danger 
on potential threat to the safety 
of the citizens of the Common- 
wealth." 

As a fesiilt, the students said 
people will be more aware of the 
danger of specific toys. 

This week, the students went 
to Washington, D.C. to speak in 
favor of the Toy Injury R^uction 
Act, which, if passed would re- 
quire manufacturers to make 
proper warning labels on toys 
describing the appropriate age of 
safe use by a child, and why use 
of it at a younger age may be 
dangerous. 

"This bill would say this toy 
is not for children age 3 to 6," 
said Gregory. "We want them to 
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make this so they do say 'this 
will choke you.' " 

The five students take turns 
speaking to legislators and 
groups, armed with facts, such as 
164,500 injuries and 37 deaths 
were caused by toys between Jan. 
1990, and September, 1991. 

"The main reason we got in- 
volved is so we can save lives," 
said Massey. 

"And make a difference," added 
Bradley. 

"Yes, and make a difference," 
added Frasca. 

Do the students think people 
will pay attention to toy safety 
more closely? 

"We think they'll pay attention 
to it," said Bradley. "There's Toy 
Safety Day, and all the support 
we have and the proclamation. 
We really hope it will reduce the 
number of toy-related deaths." 

When they started their toy 
crusade, the students' parents ap- 
peared to be skeptical, but sup- 
portive. 

"When we started, they were 
like, just don't get your hopes 
up," said Gregory. 

"Now, our parents are, like, 
'Wow! I can't believe you did 
this,'" said Massey. 

Stamm said that her students 
are taking their accomplishment 
in suide. 

"It's the adults who've seen the 
process that may not realize kids 
can make a difference," said 
Stamm. "We're just hoping this 
will nrtake a difference and help 
prevent injuries."
